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In writing of the decline of history, we 
do not mean the decline of civilization, 
nor the decay of the nations of Europe 

which in other days have 
The been the makers of history. 
Decline of We refer to that record of 
History national life and achieve- 
ment recorded in books and 
passed on to posterity. There is a gen- 
eral decline in the teaching of history as 
a subject and in the general reading- of 
history. 

That was a significant sentence we 
found in a copy of the Review of World 
Affairs, a British News Service. The 
English writer bewails the fact that “too 
many politicians of all parties are satu- 
rated with continental doctrines of one 
kind and another,” and this is the reason, 
according to the same writer, “too few 
know British history.” 

Isn’t that the root of many of our own 
national problems? How many con- 
eressmen and senators have ever taken a 
course in American history? Well, the 
New York Times has answered that ques- 
tion quite well. In 1942 it conducted a 
survey which showed that United States 
history is not required in 82 per cent of 
our American colleges and universities. 
Students can matriculate and graduate 
without a knowledge of history. This is 
true even in teachers’ colleges — the 
schools for the preparation of public 
schoo! teachers—for in half of these the 
study of history is not required. 

Quoting from the New York Times’ 
survey: “For example, in a large New 
York city college only 2 per cent of the 
graduating class had taken any course 
in United States History.” We venture 
the guess that a far larger percentage 
had Russian History! No wonder some 
Americans think they are talking about 
“the American way” when actually they 
are propagating the Russian way. 

Some of the colleges responding to the 
questionnaire sent out by the Times op- 
pose history as a required subject on the 
ground that such requirement would be 
“un-American.” It seems that it is per- 
fectly all right for professors to teach 
radical ideas in social science under the 
guise of world history or philosophy. That 
is not prejudicing young minds! But to 
teach the history, culture, and ideals of 
their own country would be attempting 
to influence them, and hence would be 
un-American! What bosh! 

Just now our leaders are urging the 
people to plant victory gardens. But 
isn’t it un-American to influence that 
ground away from weeds and toward 
vegetables! You can have one or the 
other in your garden and you can cast 
your influence for vegetables or weeds. 
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And if the schools do not influence young 
life by giving proper ideas of God and 
government, those lives will be sown with 
the weeds of totalitarianism in some 
form. 

Wake up, America, before it is too late!

multiplicity of ideas for the “world of 
tomorrow.” There seems to be a feeling 
we need something new—new plans for a 
new world. But civilization needs not so 
much an advance to new plans as a re- 
turn to old and forgotten principles. 

There are old and abandoned economic 
as well as spiritual principles. There are 
old standards of personal character and 
of national integrity. The better ac- 
quainted you become with history the 
more respect you have for old-fashioned 
principles and ideas. But, alas, so few 
have studied history! And the majority 
would rather experiment. 

What we are really talking about is 
revival. This would mean for the Church 
a return to first principles. It means the 
old message of the old gospel. Methods 
might be entirely changed. 

Recently we saw a rather extensive ar- 
ticle which said, “We need evangelism 
but not of the Moody type.” How many 
types are there? We have had many 
changes in type since Moody’s day, edu- 
cational evangelism, etc., but the further 
we get from the “Moody type” the worse 
off we seem to be. Moody merely preached 
Christ as the only Saviour of sinners. To 
say, “We want evangelism, but not the 
Moody type,” sounds like saying, “We 
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want automobiles, but not with round 
wheels.” 

One of the best statements of an old 
principle in the realm of revivals is 
II Chronicles 7:14: 

“If my people, which are called by my 
name, shall humble themselves, and pray, 
and seek my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear from heav- 
en, and will forgive their sin, and will 
heal their land.”

In some quarters it is supposed to be 
scientific to sneer at faith and to demand 
the evidence of sight or at least of mathe- 

matical demonstration. But, 
A if you please, sir, the Chris- 
Declaration tian is not the only one who 
of Faith demands acceptance of truth 

with faith. The scientist, who 
is supposed to be a merchant of facts 
only, has faith as his chief commodity. 

The Atlantic Monthly for March car- 
ried a very interesting article on evolu- 
tion written by Dr. Thomas Barbour, 
highly respected scientist at Harvard 
University. Of course Dr. Barbour is an 
evolutionist, not because he knows the 
how or why of it, but because he holds it 
by faith. His opening paragraph is in- 
teresting: 

“T think there is more misunderstand- 
ing about evolution among laymen than 
about any other subject. Of course we 
know that some fundamentalists still 
deny it. I am not writing for them, but 
rather for those who have been led to 
believe that the whole subject is settled 
and that ‘scientists know all about it,’ 
which is quite untrue. The results of 
evolutionary processes are everywhere 
easy to see, but the situation is really 
like that of the man who sees a trolley 
car for the first time. The route it has 
followed and the direction in which it is 
going are clearly to be seen, and the rate 
at which it progresses is obvious. But 
what makes the thing move?” 

And you have only to add to this a 
later sentence by the author to see that 
the honest evolutionist says: “We walk 
by faith and not by sight.” 

“As a matter of fact, to be realistic in 
our appreciation of evolution we have to 
be willing to say, ‘I don’t know how or 
why, but it is there just the same.’ ” 

Anyway, we must rejoice in this ex- 
pression from the pen of this earnest 
gentleman: 

“As I said before, we encounter a mul- 
titude of mysteries in the study of evo- 
lution, and these have made me a little 
bit impatient and uncharitable toward 
the atheist. As man’s knowledge of the 








mysteries expands, their magnitude in- 
creases and leaves the honest and candid 
man very humble in mind.” 

But how much better to have a faith 
which is founded on divine revelation! 
How wonderful, comfortable, and scien- 
tific to be able to say by faith: “I know 
whom I have believed, and am persuaded 
that he is able to keep that which I have 
committed unto him against that day” 
(II Tim. 1:12).

But 
back of its brave attempt to smile is a 
fearful, aching, and anxious heart. The 
Christian has God’s Word, and in it 
enough practical, workable, tried and true 
effective help to keep his heart in perfect 
peace in the midst of circumstances that 
turn an unsaved person’s heart into a 
troubled, fearsome mass of vacillating 
opinions, hopes, fears, discouragements, 
and anxieties. But why does not a Chris- 
tian have cause for worry, either regard- 
ing himself or some other Christian? 


‘| }HE TIMES IN WHICH WE ARE LIVING 


Onn FIRST PROPOSITION is 
that a child of God has no cause for 
worry because of the fact of divine en- 
circlement. 

Christians are called “a peculiar peo- 
ple” (Titus 2:14). The Greek word trans- 
lated peculiar gives us the picture of this 
divine encirclement of the Christian by 
God. The word means literally, to be 
around, and can be charted by a dot 
within a circle. When the word is used 
metaphorically it refers to one’s posses- 
sions as being in hand. Thus it speaks 
of the fact that the one possessing the 
property has put around it a wall of pro- 
tection so as to guard it from being taken 
by someone else.e Each individual Chris- 
tian is the personal, private, unique pos- 
session of God, encircled by His protect- 
ing care. ; 

See how practical this is. Let the dot 
represent the child of God, and the cir- 
cle, God’s protecting care surrounding 
His child, really Himself around the 
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Christian. The psalmist put it this way: 
“The angel of the Lord encampeth round 
about them that fear him, and delivereth 
thém” (Ps. 34:7); and the prophet, this 
way: “The angel of his presence saved 
them” (Isa. 63:9). The angel of the 
Lord in the Old Testament refers to our 
God and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

What a comfort it should be to parents 
whose Christian sons are in the thick of 
the battle overseas, to realize that they 
are God’s own possession, safely encir- 
cled by divine watchfulness, care, and 
omnipotence. No enemy bullet can pass 
through that circle of God’s protecting 
care except it pass through the permis- 
sive will of God, who in watching over 
His own refuses to allow His plans for 
His children to be interfered with by the 
circumstances of battle and the actions 
of man. If it is in the plan of God to 
bring that son home again so that He 
can use him in His service, that son is 
just as safe overseas as if he were in his 
own home, yes, safer, for the safest place 
in all the world is in the center of the 
will of God. When a child of God finds 
himself in circumstances over which he 
has no control, he can count on the abso- 
lute protection and care of God. 

But we must face bravely the fact that 
sometimes that son does not come home. 
He dies on the field of battle, fighting 
for that right of self-determination 
which is the priceless heritage of a lib- 
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erty-loving people. That does not mean 
that God’s care has relaxed, or that God 
is helpless in the face of circumstances. 
It merely means that God’s ways are not 
our ways, and that He has taken His 
possession to Himself. For the soldier 
steps from the field of battle on shore 
and finds it heaven. He takes hold of a 
hand and finds it God’s hand. He 
breathes a new air and finds it celestial 
air. He feels invigorated and finds it 
immortality. He passes from storm and 
tempest to an unbroken calm. He wakes 
up and finds it Home. 

What a blessed truth. Nothing can 
come to the child of God who lives in the 
will of God except that which God sends 
or allows to come. None of us would de- 
sire anything but the will of God for our 
loved ones, therefore there is no cause 
for worry. We can rest in the wonderful 
truth that our loved ones are in the cen- 
ter of the omnipotent care of a loving 
God. 


Our SECOND PROPOSITION is 
that a Christian is immortal until his 
work is done. 

Paul believed this and acted upon it. 
He told the saints of the church at Phi- 
lippi that it was more needful for them 
that he should abide in the flesh than 
that he should depart and be with Christ 
(Phil. 1:24, 25). And then he said, that 
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since he was confident that was the case, 
he knew he would continue to live to see 
them again. Paul was a prisoner of 
Nero, awaiting trial for his life. But he 
knew that his work was not done, and 
that therefore Rome was powerless to 
take his life. There are indications in 
the epistles that he was liberated and 
that he continued his missionary labors. 

Now, you and I do not have that apos- 
tolic insight and power to determine 
whether or not our service for the Lord 
Jesus is over. But we can rest in the 
consciousness that our omnipotent God 
will not permit anything to come to us 
that will interfere with His plan for our 
lives. His glory is involved in a Chris- 
tian’s service, and He will not permit 
Himself to be robbed of that by any dic- 
tator power on earth. So, father and 
mother, why worry, since you know that 
your Christian son is immortal until his 
work is done.

Orr THIRD PROPOSITION is 
that when our Lord Jesus Christ solemn- 
ly promises us His unfailing help, we 
have no cause for worry. 

“He hath said, I will never leave thee, 
nor forsake thee” (Heb. 13:5). The first 
half of this promise, in all the richness 
and power of the Greek text, reads: “I 
will not, I will not cease to uphold and 
sustain thee.” Thus, the Christian has 
the double assurance of God that as he 
goes through difficulties, hardships, and 
dangers, he will have the sustaining 
grace of God and will be upheld by His 
power. The word translated forsake has 
the meanings: to abandon, desert, leave 
in straits, leave helpless, leave destitute, 
leave in the lurch, let one down. There 
are three negatives before this word in 
the Greek text, giving a triple assurance 
of God’s fulfillment of His promise. 
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What precious comfort comes to a 
Christian in danger or suffering when he 
can whisper to his soul, “He has prom- 
ised never to abandon or desert me. He 
has promised never to leave me in straits 
or helpless, never to leave me destitute or 
in the lurch. He will come to my aid. 
He will not let me down.” That is what 
the Christian soldier on the battle field 
can whisper to himself as he goes into 
action. He can go into the thickest of 
the fight, knowing that he is immortal 
until his work for God is done, realizing 
that around him is encircling omnipo- 
tence, keeping him in that safety which 
only God can throw about him. 


GC. FOURTH PROPOSITION is 
that since God is more concerned about 
His child than that person can be about 
himself, there is no cause for worry. 

Peter in his first epistle (5:7), writing 
to Christians who were experiencing the 
dangers and difficulties of persecution, 
exhorts them to cast all their care upon 
God, for He cares for them. The words 
“for he careth for you” are literally, “be- 
cause to Him it is a care concerning 
you.” One could translate, “because He 
is solicitous regarding you.” 

Oh, to think of the divine solicitude in 
the heart of God for each individual 
Christian. Our finite minds cannot ade- 
quately appreciate His loving care for us. 
And that solicitude for the welfare of 
His own is followed up by the exertion of 
His omnipotent power in their behalf. 
Therefore Peter exhorts us to cast all 
our care upon Him since He is solicitous 
about us. 

The word casting is from a Greek word 
signifying a definite act of the will in 
committing something, in this case, the 
whole of our worries, to God. The idea 
here is not that we should commit to God 
the things that would worry us, each time 
those things come up, but by a once-for- 
all act of the will to commit to Him all 
that in the future might cause us to 
worry. Then, when those things come, as 
come they will, we shall be at peace. 
Therefore, in view of the divine solicitude 
of our God which is followed up by His 
loving care of His own, why worry? 


Da FIFTH PROPOSITION is that 
since one of the ministries of the Holy 
Spirit is that of producing in the heart 
and mind of a believer a Christian op- 
timism that always looks for the best and 
never for the worst, it is needless to live 
in a state of worry. 

This Christian optimism, which Peter 
calls “a lively hope” (I Pet. 1:3), is not 
an objective hope, resting upon the reali- 
zation of some promised or expected fu- 
ture event. It is a subjective hope, a 
hopefulness produced in the heart of the 
believer definitely subjected to the Holy 
Spirit, who inspires such trust in God 
that the Christian naturally and normal- 
ly looks on the bright side of things, 
hopes for the best and not for the worst. 

Among the fruits of the Holy Spirit 
which Paul mentions is peace (Gal. 5:22). 
This is heart peace, a product of the Holy 
Spirit’s supernatural working in the be- 
liever. Too often we lose sight of His 











blessed ministry and struggle to attain to 
some semblance of peace within our- 
selves. But there must be a definite sub- 
jection to and dependence upon the 
Spirit for this ministry. He does not 
work automatically in the heart of the 
believer. This dependence must be ac- 
companied by a diligent study of the 
Word, for the Spirit talks to us through 
the Word of God. 

But while the Holy Spirit is producing 
in the heart of the saint that peace which 
puts his anxieties and fears at rest, it is 
the responsibility of the believer, as Peter 
puts it, to “gird up the loins” of his mind 
(I Pet. 1:13). The expression is an ori- 
ental one, referring to the practice of 
dwellers in Bible lands of gathering up 
their long flowing robes and binding 
them about their waists. This was done 
that their garments might not impede 
the free action of their limbs as they en- 
gaged in work or pleasure that involved 
rapid physical exertion. Peter is not 
speaking here, however, about physical 
exercise and its impediments, but of the 
working of the mind, and those impedi- 
ments that would interfere with its free 
action; things such as worry, fear, and 
anxiety. One could paraphrase: “Put 
out of the way everything that will im- 
pede the free action of your minds.”

HIS PRESERVES THE CORRECT 
BALANCE that must be maintained in the 
Christian life. Christianity is not a “let 
go and let God” affair. It is a “take hold 
with God” business. The believer never 
will have real peace by just resting su- 
pinely in the control of the Holy Spirit, 
depending upon Him to produce a peace- 
ful atmosphere in his heart, that will put 
him to rest in a delightful dream where 
the wicked cease from troubling and the 
weary find rest. God requires that the 
saint co-operate with the Holy Spirit by 
the act of his free will in dismissing from 
his mind those anxious thoughts and 
fears that will creep in, especially when 
he is tired and exhausted, or when he is 
alone, or when the darkness of night 
comes on. One cannot always prevent 
those thoughts from coming, but one 
can, by the power of the same Holy 
Spirit who produces peace in the heart, 
deliberately put those thoughts out of 
one’s mind. 

When Paul exhorts saints to reckon 
themselves dead to sin, he means that 
they are to count on the fact that the 
power of the evil nature over them has 
been broken, and that therefore they are 
to say, and they can say, a deliberate no 
to sin. In the same way they can say a 
deliberate mo to worry. They must, if 
they expect the Holy Spirit to produce 
that peace in us. Herein lies that in- 
comprehensible, mysterious interaction 
between the free will of men and the sov- 
ereign grace of God. The result will be 
what might be called Christian optimism 
and a carefree mind. 

And so the divine exhortation not io 
worry is seen to rest upon a reasonable 
basis. Paul exhorts the saints to “be 
careful for nothing” (Phil. 4:6). The 
richness of the original Greek will give 
you, “Stop perpetually worrying about

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AMERICA’S ‘ 
First Line of Detense

This is the time for all God's people 
to come to the aid of their country 


And Samuel spake 
unto all the house of 
Israel, saying, If ye 
do return unto the 
Lord with all your 
hearts, then put away 
the strange gods and 
Ashtaroth from 
among you, and pre- 
pare your hearts un- 
to the Lord, and 

! serve him only: and 
he will deliver you out of the hand of the 
Philistines —I Samuel 7:3 














HE First Book or SAMUEL describes 
a tragic period in the history of the 
Jews. They had sinned against the 
Lord, and He had delivered them 
into the hands of the Philistines. Again 
and again they had tried to throw off the 
yoke of the oppressor, only to be defeated 
and subjected to even worse humiliation. 
In one of these sporadic battles, even the 
ark of the Lord was captured. Philistine 
bondage was bitter to bear, carrying with 
it all sorts of indignities. Finally, the 
Jews did what they should have done in 
the first place. They turned to God. They 
went to Samuel, the prophet of God, beg- 
ging him to intercede for them. Samuel, 
questioning their motives, almost refused. 
Finally he put the test to them that is the 
body of my text. 
We in America are facing almost the 
same problems, Our enemies are beset- 
ting us on every hand. We are in the

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worst national and international crisis 
our country has ever had to meet. Politi- 
cal troubles, economic disturbances, so- 
cial upheavals, military uncertainties, all 
combine to make a dark picture. 

In an unusual proclamation, President 
Roosevelt called upon the American peo- 
ple to observe last Thanksgiving and New 
Year’s day as days of prayer. It started 
with a quotation from the Ninety-second 
Psalm: “It is a good thing to give thanks 
unto the Lord.” After reciting the Twen- 
ty-third Psalm, the President said: 

“Inspired with faith and courage by 
these words, let us turn again to the 
work that confronts us in this time of 
national emergency; in the armed serv- 
ices and the merchant marine; in facto- 
ries and offices; on farms and in the 
mines; on highways, railways, and air- 
ways; in other places of public service to 
the nation, and in our homes... Itisa 
good thing to give thanks unto the Lord, 
for the days are with us again when, at 
the gathering of the harvest, we solemn- 
ly express our dependence upon Almighty 
God ... In giving thanks for the great- 
est harvest in the history of our nation, 
we who plant and reap can well resolve 
that in the year to come we will do all in 
our power to pass that milestone; for by 
our labors in the fields we can share some 
part of the sacrifices with our brothers 
and sons who wear the uniform of the 
United States.” 

But that is not enough. Our attitudes, 
our actions must correspond with our 
aspirations. How can God answer our 
prayers? God cannot, I say it reverently, 
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God dare not send peace and prosperity 
to our land. There has never been such 
drunkenness and: debauchery as there is 
right now. The very money that is being 
spent on munitions to win the war on 
the one hand, is feeding the devil’s bon- 
fires on the other. We cry for the pur- 
chase of defense bonds, while bonded 
liquor is sapping the resources so badly 
needed. “If I regard iniquity in my heart, 
the Lord will not hear me” is still an es- 
sential pronouncement for a nation, as 
well as for an individual. 

God has set out certain conditions, def- 
inite, specific conditions, which must be 
met before He will have mercy upon us, 
hear our cries, answer our supplications. 
We need a national revival desperately. 
It will come only when we meet God’s 
decrees.

Go WAS RECOGNIZED IN THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF OUR NATION. At the 
historic Federal Convention in 1787, 
George Washington being in the chair, 
the venerable Benjamin Franklin made 
a motion that the exercises of the con- 
vention be opened daily with prayer, de- 
claring as he did so, in the following 
words, his faith in an overruling Provi- 
dence: 

“I have lived, sir, a long time, and the 
longer I live the more convincing proofs 
I see that God governs in the affairs of 
men. And if a sparrow cannot fall to the 
ground without His notice, is it possible 
that an empire can rise without His aid? 
We have been assured, sir, in the sacred 
writings, that ‘except the Lord build the 
house, they labor in vain that build it.’ I 
firmly believe this, and I also believe that 
without His concurring aid we shall suc- 
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ceed in this political building no better 
than the builders of Babel.” 

George Washington was a devout and 
consistent member of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. Listen to some of the 
words of his first public utterance: 

“It would be peculiarly improper to 
omit, in this first official act, my fervent 
supplication to that Almighty Being who 
rules over the universe, who presides in 
the councils of nations, and whose provi- 
dential aid can supply every human de- 
fect that His benediction may consecrate 
to the liberties and happiness of the peo- 
ple of the United States, a government 
instituted by themselves for these essen- 
tial purposes, and may enable every in- 
strument employed in its administration 
to execute with success the functions al- 
lotted to His charge. In tendering this 
homage to the great Author of every 
public and private good, I assure myself 
that it expresses your sentiments not less 
than my own, and those of our fellow 
citizens at large not less than our own. 
No people can be bound to acknowledge 
and adore the invisible hand which con- 
ducts the affairs of men more than the 
people of the United States. Every step 
by which they have advanced to the 
character of an independent nation seems 
to have been distinguished by some token 
of providential agency.” 

Abraham Lincoln’s well-thumbed Bible 
in the Lincoln Museum in Washington, 
among other things, would abundantly 
prove that he was a Christian. Listen to 
him, as on his way to be inaugurated, 
he utters these impressive words: 


Benjamin Frarklin speaking at 
National Convention. 
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“I go to assume a task more difficult 
than that which has devolved upon any 
other man since the days of Washington. 
He never would have succeeded but for the 
aid of Divine Providence, upon which he 
at all times relied. I feel that I cannot 
succeed without the same divine bless- 
ing which sustained him, and on the 
same Almighty Being I place my reliance 
for support. And I hope you, my friends, 
will all pray that I may receive the di- 
vine assistance without which I cannot 
succeed, but with which success is cer- 
tain.” 

Rough-riding Theodore Roosevelt, the 
protagonist of the life strenuous, the man 
of clean, pure, unblemished record, has 
this to say about America and religion: 


“I cannot understand any American 
citizen who has the faintest feeling of 
patriotism and devotion to his country 
failing to appreciate the absolutely essen- 
tial need of religion (using it in its 
broadest and deepest sense) to the wel- 
fare of this country. If it were not that 
in our villages and towns as they have 
grown up the churches have grown in 
them, symbolizing the fact that there 
were among the foremost workers men 
whose work was not for the things of the 
body but for the things of the soul, this 
would not be a nation today; because this 
country would not be an abode fit for 
civilized men if it were not true that we 
put our material civilization, our mate- 
rial prosperity, as the base only upon 
which to build the superstructure of the 
higher spiritual life.” 


Who in our annals outranks Woodrow 
Wilson in probity of character, in lofti- 
ness of vision, in concern for the weal of 
our land? His latest 
published utterance 
closes with these sig- 
nificant words: 

“The sum of the 
whole matter is this— 
that our civilization 
cannot survive mate- 
rially unless it is re- 
deemed spiritually. It 
can be saved only by 
becoming permeated 
with the spirit of 
Christ, and being made 
free and happy by 
practices which spring 
out of that spirit. Only 
thus can _ discontent 
be driven out, and all 
the shadows lifted 
from the road ahead. 
Here is the final chal- 
lenge to our churches, 
to our political organ- 
izations, and to our 
capitalists —to every 
one who fears God or 
loves his country.” 

With all this divine 
foundation and glori- 
ous tradition, America 
has turned her back on 
God. God has blessed 
us as He has no other 
nation in all of man’s 
history, but we have 
taken these God-sent 











benisons to use them and abuse them on 
self, sin, and Satan. The Bible is a 
closed book to the majority of our peo- 
ple. The family altar lies shattered and 
disused. Prayer is an unknown art. 
Church loyalty is a thing of the past. 
Missions have suffered and are suffering. 
Sin has deluged our land. Our leaders 
are standing squarely in the way of tem- 
perance and reform. We have outlawed 
God. 

What is the result? The same things 
that happened to the Jews came upon 
us. The last war with its tens of thou- 
sands of deaths and casualties was God’s 
answer. America was for the first time 
swept by a national pestilence, the dread 
influenza. Drought desolated some of 
our choicest lands. A’depression, lasting 
more than a decade, destituted multi- 
tudes. The dole was for the first time 
introduced to our shores. Multitudes 
lived almost as beggars on the charity 
of our government. Yet we did not learn 
our lesson. 

Prohibition was repealed to balance the 
budget and to increase employment. It 
did neither. The New Deal introduced 
the rob-Peter-to-pay-Paul system, which 
also failed to accomplish the wonderful, 
or even the necessary. Sin was rampant. 
God was not consulted. Then came made 
work, first for our own home consump- 
tion—roads, bridges, parks, soil conserva- 
tion, great dams. These were followed 
by the lend-lease and the defense pro- 
gram. Prosperity seemed to be coming 
back. What did we do with it? Did we 
humbly bow before God, giving Him 
praise and glory and honor? No! God 
was flaunted. The Ten Commandments 
were scrapped. The Sabbath was de- 
graded and defiled. Church attendance 
was decreased. Revivals of religion were 
a thing of the past. Then Pearl Harbor 
flamed across the pages of our papers. 
Bataan, Corregidor, the Philippines fell 
beneath the scourge of God, the Japs, 
while that other scourge, Hitler, was bat- 
tering England and Russia. 

We stopped for a while. We began to 
take stock. From every direction, secular 
as well as religious, there came the cry 
for sanity, sobriety and spirituality. Col- 
umnists and commentators discovered 
what we preachers have been hammering 
on for years. America must awaken or 
perish. 


a IS THE TIME FOR ALL OF 
Gop’S PEOPLE TO COME TO THE AID OF THEIR 
country. This is the time to strike the 
religious iron while it is blazing hot. This 
is the time for us who know and under- 
stand the Lord’s dealings to call America 
back to God. But that is not all. If we 
truly, earnestly want God, there must 
also be a sincere renunciation of sin 
against the Lord. Let us plead with Him 
to expose us to ourselves, to convict us 
of our own sins, to constrain us to hum- 
ble repentance and confession. Let us 
withhold nothing, conceal nothing, deny 
nothing. Let us bare the innermost se- 
crets of our souls, submitting ourselves to 
the judgments of God and to the cleans- 
ing blood of the Lord Jesus Christ.

ESUS was attracting wide attention 

by His miraculous works. The 

Pharisees and scribes came from 

Jerusalem to see those wonders and 
to study the wonder worker. These re- 
ligious leaders of the hour noticed that 
some of His disciples ate their food with- 
out first giving their hands a ceremonial 
washing to purify them (Matt. 15). They 
asked Jesus why. Note the scorching 
answer: “It was about you, hypocrites, 
that Isaiah prophesied so finely, in the 
words, ‘This people honor me with their 
lips, yet their hearts are far away from 
me. But their worship of me is all in 
vain, for the lessons they teach are but 
human precepts.’ ” Then especially under- 
score this phrase from His holy lips: 
“You give up what God has commanded, 
and hold fast to what men have handed 
down.” 

Religion with these critics was out- 
ward and ceremonial; with Jesus, it was 
inward and spiritual. Their lips sang His 
praises, but their hearts were absorbed 
by the cheap and trivial. Their lives were 
man-centered and God-forgetful. The 
commandments of God were forgotten 
while the precepts of men captured them. 
It is the age-long problem of a religion 
of God versus a man-made religion. It 
is the problem of today. We must obey 
God rather than men. It is religion of 
faith or by works. It is a Christianity of 
force or one of form. Things are not 
going well. Wise students of the Word and 
work of God are not blind to the facts. 
But they do not despair. Their hope is 
in God, the living, reigning Lord. 


3 IS OF VITAL IMPORTANCE 
WHAT WE give up and what we hold fast. 
There are many things the Church of 
today could give up to advantage. It 
could give up its secularism; give up 
conformity to the world with its fatal 
effect, and the adoption of the world’s 
ways to what we call success, which is 
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really failure. A group that bears the 
name Christian may have satisfactory 
financial success to help meet heavy re- 
sponsibilities by bingo parties, but that 
doesn’t reveal or suggest spiritual life 
and power. When will the Church learn 
that God’s plan of the practice of 
stewardship by the Church is the New 
Testament way to support and spread 
the gospel through the Church. It could 
give up seeking to be popular, pleasing 
men rather than God. The applause of 
men is sounding brass and clanging 
cymbals, but the favor of God is glorious, 
heavenly music. In her really victorious 
days the Church was never popular with 
the world. Jesus promised that the world 
which hated Him would hate His dis- 
ciples also. Give up everything that 
hinders the real work God has committed 
to us. 

But there are some things of primary 
importance and we must hold fast to 
them. We must hold fast the Pentecostal 
blessing of the gift of the Holy Spirit. 
It is only through Him we really have 
power. “Ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you” 
(Acts 1:8). There is no power apart from 
Him who glorifies Christ among us. The 
story of His power and working through 
the apostles, recorded in the Acts, illus- 
trates what He can do when He fills the 
hearts of weak disciples. We must hold 
fast to the witness committed to us. “Ye 
shall be witnesses unto me.” Spirit- 
filled disciples are to witness to the per- 
son and work of the Redeemer. In all 
things He must have the pre-eminence. 
This is our main ministry, to witness of 
Him. “There is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we 
must be saved” (Acts 4:12). This is our 
evangel and by it we became evangelists. 

We must hold fast the practice of 
prayer, both individually and in the 
corporate life of the Church. To be 
faithful in prayer makes us rich in power. 
A prayerless Church is a powerless 


Church. The Church of today can never 
recover her power until she again finds 
her prayer life. And we must hold fast to 
the world mission committed to us. 
“Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel” (Mark 16:15). One thing the 
war has pressed upon us is that a nar- 
row nationalism will not fit into the new 
emerging world. We must give up all 
narrow prejudices and bigotries. Christ 
died for all men. There are no bounds to 
His redeeming love. No one can accurate- 
ly or adequately measure the missionary 
opportunities and responsibilities that 
will come with our victory in this war. 
Unless we evangelize the world we shall 
perish. God is getting the world ready 
for Christ. We must get ready to give 
Him to all men everywhere. 


3 IS POSSIBLE FOR US TO FALL 
into the same errors as the ecclesiastical 
leaders of our Lord’s day, by giving up 
what we should hold fast and holding 
fast what we should give up. We may 
have a name to live and be dead. Reread 
the messages to the seven churches, for 
they clearly illustrate and forcefully 
teach what we should hold fast and what 
we should give up (Rev. 2, 3).

; —_— MUST FAIL BECAUSE 
IT HAS LIFTED ITS HAND AGAINST THE JEW. 
Anyone with a knowledge of the Bible 
and history knows that ill fortune dogs 
the steps of those who persecute the 
Jew. The first great anti-Semite was 
Pharaoh. His story does not hold much 
encouragement for the Nazis. “And 
Pharaoh said, Behold the children of 
Israel are more and mightier than we 
. . therefore did they set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them ... But the 
more they afflicted them, the more they 
multiplied and grew” (Exod. 1:9, 11, 12). 
Humanly speaking, it seemed a wise bit 
of worldly policy. People have been 
utterly crushed by rigorous oppression. 
But Pharaoh reckoned without God. 
Vainly he imagined he could prevent 
the increase of a people of whom God 
had said, They shall be “as the stars of 
the heaven, and as the sand which is 
upon the seashore” (Gen. 22:17). Nay, 
more, God had said of Israel, “I will 
curse him that curseth thee.” And God 
keeps His word. 
God’s word still holds good of His 
ancient people: “I will bless them that 
bless thee, and curse him that curseth

thee” (Gen. 12:3). God has unfulfilled 
purposes for the Jews for which they 
are reserved. 

Not only Old Testament history, but 
the Christian era bears out the fact that 
God blesses those who bless His ancient 
people, and His curse is on those who 
curse them. Since the days of Cromwell, 
Britain has treated the Jew kindly. 
Britain and America have been a refuge 
for this people. Certainly both nations 
have been wonderfully blessed of God. 
In contrast, Spain slew thousands of 
Jews in the days of the Inquisition, and 
confiscated the property of thousands 
more. Horrible atrocities were committed 
against the Jew. Spain has been a 
fourth-rate nation ever since.

God’s word held true for Pharaoh; the 
divine curse was upon him. God’s word 
held true for Spain. God’s word holds 
true for the Nazis. The curse of God is 
upon all who curse and attack the Jew. 


, HITLERISM MUST FAIL 
BECAUSE IT HAS LIFTED UP ITS HAND AGAINST 
THE CHuRCH. Here is what a Nazi party 
leader said in summing up the Nazi 
attitude toward Christianity: “Our Na- 
tional Socialist world-picture stands far 
above the teachings of Christianity. We 
should not have need of Christianity. 
It must never be possible for the churches 
to have any influence in the leadership 
of the people. If our youth learns noth- 
ing more of Christianity, it will dis- 
appear.” 

What has already happened in Ger- 
many is proof of the fact that the Church 
would suffer an eclipse if Nazism were 
completely in control. In that land today 
faithful Christian preachers are muzzled. 
A great division has taken place in the 
Church. The Confessional Church holds 
true to Jesus Christ. The other section 
yields to Nazi pressure and modifies 
Christianity to fit into Nazi state control. 
Noble Christian leaders languish in con- 
centration camps. Hitler has lifted up 
his hand against the Church. But of His 
Church Christ has said that the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against her. 
There can be no ultimate triumph for 
any who set themselves against the 
Church of Jesus Christ. Such may hold 


power for a while. They may cause 
Christians to suffer greatly, and may 
gravely set back the cause of Christ, 
but they cannot win in the end. 


a HITLERISM MUST FAIL 
BECAUSE IT HAS LIFTED ITS HAND AGAINST 
Gop AND His Son. Hitlerism attacks the 
Church and attacks the Jew, because it 
is against the God of the Bible and the 
Christ of the Bible. Hitlerism says that 
Jesus Christ is a “figment of the Jewish 
imagination.” Hitlerism is out to re- 
paganize Germany. The old pagan gods 
are being played up as the proper objects 
of German worship. It is down with 
Christ and up with Thor and Woden. 
But what of those who lift up their hand 
against God and His Son? What of the 
rulers who take counsel together against 
the Lord and against His Anointed? 
Christ shall “break them with a rod of 
iron ... dash them in pieces like a 
potter’s vessel” (Ps. 2:9). The last verse 
of the psalm shows that such as refuse 
homage to Christ shall “perish from the 
way” at last. 

It is utter folly for any feeble mortal 
to contend with the Almighty. Pharaoh 
and Hitler have been guilty of that folly. 
Therefore Hitler must go the way of 
Pharaoh. His cause is doomed because 
God lives and reigns, and man cannot 
win a war against God. God will have 
the final victory. 

But when? We have seen three Bible- 
based reasons for the certainty of the 
doom of Hitlerism. But does that mean 
that our victory in this war is thereby 
made certain? Not necessarily. It may 
make it highly probable, but not entirely 
certain. Why has God permitted the rise 
and triumph of the Axis powers till now? 
For purposes best known to Himself, 
and we may not presume to know all 
about them, but in the light of history 
and the Bible, we may suggest some 
reasons. 

God did not immediately crush 
Pharaoh. His failure came only after 
long years, even decades. God permitted 
for a time Pharaoh’s oppression of Israel. 
Why? Possibly as retribution for Israel’s 
sins and as a corrective thereof. The 
Hebrews in Egypt fell into many evil 
Egyptian customs. They failed to keep 
the pure knowledge of the God of their

fathers. For this they may have been 
permitted to feel the oppressor’s rod. 
To the godly Israelites the oppression 
would have been a test and trial of their 
faith. Above all, the Egyptian bondage 
was needed to prepare for what lay 
before, to wean them from Egypt, make 
Canaan desirable, and make them will- 
ing to leave Egypt for the land of 


promise. It was needed, too, to break: 


down their self-trust and cause them to 
cry unto God. 

May not God be permitting Hitler to 
run amuck as a scourge to the nations 
for their sins? May it not be that God 
seeks to check the nations in their head- 
long ungodliness, and so has let the war 
loose upon us? May it not be to turn 
people from their sins and self-trust to 
obey and trust Him, that God has per- 
mitted the anti-God forces a temporary 
triumph? Do we not need to be weaned 
from our love of this world, and made 
to set our affections on things above? 
May not the scourge of Hitlerism be 
allowed to effect this? 


How FAR MUST GOD GO IN 
ALL THIS, HOWEVER? How severely must 
He deal with us? When will He over- 
throw the forces that we fight? Surely 
we cannot expect His help till we rid 
ourselves of our anti-God and anti- 
Christ spirit and conduct. To what 
extent are the people of the United 
Nations humbling themselves before 
God, seeking His face, and turning from 
their wicked ways? Is not godlessness 
rampant among the majority still, with 
God’s day desecrated, His Word neg- 
lected, His commandments flouted? 
Where is the political leader who has 
ventured to call the nations to genuine 
repentance and true humbling of heart? 

About seventy years ago, in the 
Crimean War, Great Britain issued a 
call to her people to humiliation, prayer, 
and fasting. Soon after, victory came 
and peace. Some forty-five years ago, 
during the Boer War, again Britain 
called her people to seek God, this time 
the call being to humiliation and prayer. 
Fasting dropped out. Today when such 
calls go forth, humiliation also drops 
out, and prayer alone is urged. 

What is the significance of this? It is 
“eloquent of a gradual slackening in the 
national hold upon God.” It speaks of 
Our gradual relaxing into that “ease in 
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Zion” that is the curse of modern Chris- 
tianity. It may take greater shocks and 
severer trials than any we have had yet 
to bring us back to God. Hitlerism will 
perish, for God is against it, but when? 

Let Isaiah answer us: “Behold, the 
Lord’s hand is not shortened, that it can- 
not save; neither his ear heavy, that it 
cannot hear: but your iniquities have 
separated between you and your God, 
and your sins have hid his face from 
you, that he will not hear” (Isa. 59:1, 2). 

If we and our fellow citizens heed God’s 
call through His present severities, He 
will in wrath remember mercy. He may 
then call a halt to the progress of our 
foes, as perhaps in mercy He has already 
done. He will give true victory and 
peace. 

It is encouraging to know that some 
measure of response is taking place in 
men’s hearts to the severity of God’s 
present permissive will. Some.are being 
turned to Him by the present woes, who 
might never have been reached in pros- 
perity. 

From Holland we learn that in the 
midst of suffering “there is a great reali- 
zation of the need of the Bible, greater 
than for a long time.” Christian leaders 
report an intensity in seeking “the con- 
soling and renewing Word of God, such 
as has not been known for years.” “Peo- 
ple can be reached with the Bible,” they

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say, “who could not have been touched 
before.” 

There is also an impressive demand 
for Bibles coming from prison camps all 
over Europe. It is so great as to show 
that with time to reflect on the world and 
their own lives, many men, now prisoners 
of war, are seeking after God. We are also 
told that in many European youth move- 
ments a “rediscovery of the Bible is 
taking place.” Some people who could 
not otherwise have been turned to God 
are being turned to Him by the woes 
of the present great conflict. 

From a missionary survivor of the Zam 
Zam T heard the following story. While 
he was reading his Bible one day, a 
doctor, who was an unbeliever, passed 
along and scornfully said, “No one reads 
that Book now, do they?” Thinking it 
was best to give the answer the man 
wanted, the missionary replied, “Oh, no!” 
“T thought not,” was the contemptuous 
reply. 

A few days later came the shelling of 
the Zam Zam by the German raider. 
The doctor was wounded badly. He 
slumped down bleeding, and lost con- 
sciousness. The missionary and his wife

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E MAY EXPECT TO FIND HELP on 
this problem of speaking for 
Christ in the Book of Acts, if 


the record of the early Church 
is a pattern for healthy Christian be- 
havior—and we do! A reading of that 
divinely-inspired account makes very 
evident that nothing happened just by 
chance in those first thrilling days. If 
we can find when and how these early 
Christians spoke for Christ, we shall be 
more sure of our own ground when op- 
portunity offers itself. 

“For it is not ye that speak, but the 
Spirit of your Father which speaketh in 
you” (Matt. 10:20). “Then Peter, filled 
with the Holy Ghost, said . . .” (Acts 
4:8). “And when they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where they were as- 
sembled together; and they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and they spake the 
word of God with boldness” (Acts 4:31). 

If the Holy Spirit is directing our testi- 
mony, we may expect it to be supremely 
of Christ. The early Church spoke of 
Him as naturally as they drew their 
breath. “Ye men of Israel, hear these 
words; Jesus of Nazareth .. .” (Acts 2: 
22); “Ye men of Israel .. . the God of our 
fathers hath glorified his Son Jesus” 
(Acts 3:12, 13). “Be it known unto you 
all... that by the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth, whom ye crucified, whom 
God raised from the dead, even by him 
doth this man stand here before you 
whole” (Acts 4:10). “Then Philip opened 
his mouth, and began at the same scrip- 
ture, and preached unto him Jesus” 
(Acts 8:35). What a lot of so-called 
witnessing is out, when measured by 
this standard.

Someone proves the reality of prayer, 
and the skeptics prate, “That isn’t God, 
it’s the protection of your own ideas.”

Yes, they scoffed, and denied the real- 
ity of the Holy Spirit’s presence and 
ministry. But Peter took the scoffing as 
his cue for a scriptural sermon on the 
person and work of Jesus Christ, fol- 
lowed by a gospel invitation. 

The Christian experience manifested 
there at Pentecost was genuine and pow- 
erful enough to amaze, confound, and 
perplex. Peter justified his experience 
by Scripture that exalted Christ. 


—_— FOR CHRIST WHEN AP- 
PEALED TO FOR HELP. 

Acts 3:1-26 is the familiar story of 
Peter’s encounter with the lame man, 
and the sermon preached on that oc- 
casion. Certain facts are evident to the 
thoughtful reader. 

First, the lame man lay in the path of 
the apostle’s daily routine. Some of us 
become so busy with our daily work that 
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we are totally blinded to the need of in- 
dividuals right under our noses. 

Second, the cripple expected to receive 
something from them (v. 5). Never think 
that because you play at religion the 
world will be satisfied with your mockery. 
It expects—and it has a right to expect— 
something real, something that will meet 
its need. One does not have to seek very 
far to find the reason for the world’s 
contempt of so-called religion. They 
have been disappointed too often. 

Peter promptly rewarded the man’s 
expectations—not with the jingle of 
coins, but with Jesus Christ and His 
power to save and heal. Incidentally, the 
man was satisfied, for he stayed in the 
company of Peter and John immediately 
after the miracle. If he had been peeved 
over not receiving money, he would 
scarcely have “entered with them into 
the temple.” 

Peter used the miracle as a spring- 
board for another scriptural sermon on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and God’s offer of 
salvation. 

What a needy world is this! Wartime 
jitters have only served to throw into 
bolder relief the constant ills of man- 
kind. All around us is sickness, death, 
destitution, discouragement, worry and 
its attendant nerve strain, loneliness and 
heartaches—need we go on? And do you 
tell me that you have no opportunity to 
speak for Christ? Here is a sick man. 
Get him in touch with the Great Physi- 
cian. Here is a home where death has 
come. Enter boldly, yet gently, with 
news of the One “who comforteth us in 
all our tribulation, that we may be able 
to comfort them which are in any 
trouble, by the comfort wherewith we 
ourselves are comforted of God” (II

Cor. 1:4). Here is a@ man without a 
friend in the world. Feed and house him 
if you can, but by all means first intro- 
duce him to the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Whenever human need and despair 
rear their grim countenances over your 
horizon, speak then, and with all your 
might, of Him who makes us more than 
conquerors. 


 — FOR CHRIST WHEN UNDER 
PERSECUTION. 

The miracle of Acts 3 led directly to 
persecution (Acts 4). After a night in 
jail, Peter and John were subjected to 
examination as to the power, or the 
name, by which the miracle had been 
performed. The pressure was on. Here 
was an excellent chance for the minister 
of the gospel to be “diplomatic”—shades 
of appeasement! In scarcely more than a 
hundred words, Peter made a magnifi- 
cent response. And yet it was the only 
possible response worthy of the name of 
Christ. There is just one thing to do 
when Satan puts on the pressure of per- 
secution—keep right on preaching the 
gospel. 

In a small Illinois town lives a man 
who was marvelously converted about 
fourteen years ago. Shortly after his 
conversion, he began to speak to the men 
where he worked. In fact, he spoke of 
Christ to all whom he met. It wasn’t 
long before the unbelieving began to 
voice objection. Erstwhile friends began 
to say to him, “Bill, I have it on good 
authority that you are to lose your job 
if you don’t quit preaching to everyone 
at the plant.” Threats rolled in from 
every angie, but he kept right on testi- 
fying. He’s still there, still preaching, 
and instead of being dismissed, he has 
been promoted. 


a FOR CHRIST AS A MATTER 
OF DAILY BUSINESS. 

“And daily in the temple, and in every 
house, they ceased not to teach and 
preach Jesus Christ” (Acts 5:42). Packed 
into this short verse is the formula for 
successful Christian work in any set of 
circumstances. 

Daily—that means every day. 

In the temple—that means public 
ministry. 

And every house—that indicates per- 
sonal work. 

They ceased not—that calls for per- 
sistence. 

To teach—that’s information. 

And preach—that’s persuasion. 
Jesus Christ—that’s the subject of it 
all. 

It would do us all good to look again 
at Moody, retiring after a hard 
day’s work, suddenly remembering 
that he has spoken to no unsaved 
soul that day about Jesus Christ. 
Quickly he dressed, goes out into 
the night, finds a lone figure lean- 
ing against a lamppost; speaks to 
him about his soul, and is repulsed; 
goes back to his lodging undaunted, 
knowing that he has left with that 
rebellious heart some of the Word 
of God, the “hammer that breaketh 
the rock in pieces.” Nor are we sur- 


prised to learn that the man who re- 
pulsed D. L. Moody’s attempt to preach 
the gospel to him was later saved, and 
attributed his conversion to that con- 
versation with the prince of soul- 
winners under the dim glow of a street 
lamp. What if Moody had said, “Oh, 
well, I’ve worked hard today; tomorrow 
is time enough to speak to the unsaved 
about Christ”? 

Not long ago, three preachers and a 
Christian layman were riding together 
on a train. They chatted about the 
things of the Lord, and were enjoying 
real fellowship. When the matter of per- 
sonal work came up, the clergymen 
frankly admitted to each other that it 
was never easy for them to approach an- 
other individual about Jesus Christ. 
While they were discussing the probable 
reason for this difficulty, the layman 
left them and sat down beside a soldier 
farther down the aisle, engaging him im- 
mediately in conversation that led to- 
ward the presentation of the gospel. Is it 
any wonder there were three very red 
faces, and that one of the three said 
with evident feeling, “May the Lord for- 
give us. We three preachers sit here 
talking about soul-winning, and he goes 
and does it.” 


~_— FOR CHRIST WHEN SPE- 
CIALLY DIRECTED BY THE HOLY SPIRIT. 

Acts 8, 9, and 10 contain accounts of 
specialized service for Christ at the ex- 
press direction of the Holy Spirit. In the 
eighth chapter, Philip was sent from a 
city-wide revival with great crowds wait- 
ing upon his successful ministry, to one 
man—quite a comedown, in terms of our 
modern nose-counting standards. Ana- 
nias was sent to a man whom he greatly 
feared. Can’t you hear him trying to 
convince the Lord that He had the wrong 
party? “Lord, I have heard by many of 
this man, how much evil he hath done to 
thy saints at Jerusalem: and here he 
hath authority from the chief priests to 
bind all that call on thy name” (Acts 9: 
13, 14). Peter was sent to people whom 
he held in contempt. 

The Spirit not only picked his messen- 
ger, but arranged the circumstances also, 
so that the stage was all set by the time 
the messenger arrived. Philip found the 
Ethiopian reading just the right scrip- 
ture for a sermon on salvation through 
faith in Christ; Ananias found Saul 
of Tarsus praying; Peter found Cor- 
nelius and company all assembled, say- 
ing, “Now therefore are we all here 
present before God, to hear all things 
that are commanded thee of God” (Acts 
10:33). 

The Spirit of God delights to send us 
on errands for the salvation of some 
soul, and when He sends, He sees us 
through. 

I shall never forget hearing Wade C. 
Smith tell of his experience while in a 
plane crossing the English Channel. 
Scarcely had they left London when he 
had a distinct impression that he should 
speak to the pilot about his soul. Again 
and again came that still, small voice 
telling him to speak to the pilot. Sud- 
denly they ran into a thunderstorm and

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HERE ARE THREE REALLY GREAT THINGS 
in this life: faith, hope, and char- 
ity. “And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three” (I Cor. 13: 
13). Few things continue and endure 
through the vicissitudes of life. The 
world is transitory. Change is all about 
us. Nothing that man can do is, or can 
be, absolutely permanent. The only things 
that abide, that are dependable, are the 
things of the spirit. These things are 
eternal. 

Charity, or, as some prefer to express 
it, love, is great because it includes faith 
and hope. Yet charity itself “hopeth all 
things.” It is bound up in hope. For 
what would love or charity be without 
hope, without faith? Even the thought 
of such a contingency is depressing and 
repelling. Love, too, is divine. “He that 
loveth not knoweth not God; for God 
is love” (John 4:8). Of those more 
purely and essentially human attributes, 
therefore, it appears that hope is the 
greatest. It is the most common. It is 
by far the most indispensable, for “while 
there is life, there’s hope.” Indeed, 
“hope springs eternal in the human 
breast.”

therefore, the indispensable keystone in 
the arch that makes faith possible. 
Henry Ward Beecher, however, goes back 
of this, and says that “hope is the great- 
est architect and the one most needed.” 
Thackeray adds that “hope is the nurse 
of life,’ and Sheridan suggests that 
“hope is the child of penitence.” “Hope,” 
says Johnson, “is happiness.” This must 
be true because, as Samuel Smiles says, 
“Hope is like the sun, which, as we 
journey toward it, casts the shadow of 
our burden behind us.” And finally, and 
as a conclusive tribute, Hazlett says that 
“hope is our best possession.” 

“Take hope from the heart of man,” 
says Ouida, “and you make him a beast 
of prey.” Without hope, life would not 
be worth living. For what is this life of 
ours made of, if not of hope? Hope for 
something better here, and hope for a 
better life to come. Only hope can lift 
us out-of and above ourselves. A man 
will cling to hope when he will let every- 
thing else go. Without hope, life would 
be almost a curse, and death a blessing. 

Job, in his perplexity, cried out, “My 
days are swifter than a weaver’s shuttle, 
and are spent without hope” (Job 7:6). 
And later, “And where is now my hope? 
. .. who shall see it?” (Job 17:15). Yet, 
clear and ringing, he replied to this, 
“For I know that my redeemer liveth, 
and that he shall stand at the latter day 
upon the earth; and though after my 
skin worms destroy this body, yet in my 
flesh shall I see God” (Job 19:25, 26). 

Who bids us hope? God bids us hope. 

Hear Isaiah: “It shall be said in that 
day, Lo, this is our God; we have waited 
for him, and he will save us: this is the 
Lord; we have waited for him, we will be 
glad and rejoice in his salvation” (Isa. 
25:9). 

Hear Jeremiah: “It is good that a man 
should both hope and quietly wait for 
the salvation of the Lord” (Lam. 3:26). 
“Blessed is the man that trusteth in the 
Lord, whose hope the Lord is .. . thou 
art my hope in the day of evil” (Jer. 
2727, 27). 

Hear the great psalmists: “Why art 
thou cast down, O my soul? and why art 
thou disquieted within me? Hope thou

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If my people which are called by my 
name, shall humble themselves, and pray, 
and seek my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sin, and 
will heal their land (II Chron. 7:14). 


F WE HOPE FOR RECOVERY we must fol- 

low God’s directions. When God 

says “my people,’ He means those 

who really belong to Him, His own 
blood-bought ones. One who is not a 
child of God by faith in Jesus Christ can- 
not even pray, so God does not ask him. 
God knows His own. Jesus says, “My 
sheep hear my voice, and I know them” 
(John 10:27). Again He says, “If ye abide 
in me, and my words abide in you, ye 
shall ask what ye will, and it shall be 
done unto you” (John 15:7). So in this 
case it is those who by character, im- 
puted and imparted, are the children 
of God who are called upon to pray. 

In the second place, it is those who 
are called by His name who are com- 
manded to pray. People today are look- 
ing to those who by reputation are Chris- 
tians, to intercede in behalf of our na- 
tion, that we might receive the blessings 
of God nationally. What a challenge! Do 
you belong to God? Do I? Is my life, is 
yours, such that others recognize us to 
be His? If so, let us pray, pray, pray! 


- 
Goo SAYS, “IF MY PEOPLE... 
SHALL HUMBLE THEMSELVES.” The first con- 
dition is humility. As long as we Chris- 
tians of America go about in the pride 
and conceit of our lives, we cannot hope 
for national recovery. In II Kings 5 we 
have the record of a man who had but 
one defect—he was a leper. Hearing of 
the prophet of God, he sent rich gifts to 
the king of Israel that he might persuade 
the prophet to heal him. But it was not 
until Naaman was willing to humble 
himself, and dip seven times in the 
muddy waters of the Jordan, that he 
was healed. His gifts were of no value. 
But for his humility he would have re- 
mained a leper. Elisha’s servant, filled 
with greed and pride, taking to himself 
the offered gift, was stricken with Na- 
aman’s leprosy, and missed the blessing. 
So it is today. We must come to God in 
humble submission to His will if we ex- 
pect His blessing upon us. Oh, may God 
give us the grace to humble ourselves 
before Him that we may be blessed. 
God also says, “If my people .. . shall

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EARLY forty years ago, Professor 
Frans Bettex, a noted German 
scientist, but also a devoted 
Christian, wrote a book against

humanity .. . It is very evident that the 
German people are daily becoming more 
alienated from God. In our large cities 
only 3 per cent of our population are 
attending divine services, while 97 per 
cent feel no need of any church attend- 
ance. 

“Rev. Mr. Guszman, in his Alten 
Glauben (Ancient Faith), says: ‘We call 
ourselves a Church of Jesus Christ, but 
we are not. We call ourselves a Church 
of the German people, but are such no 
longer. We call ourselves a Lutheran 
Church, but it is a thing of the past. 
That, in one word, is the alarming seri- 
ousness of our church life.’” 

The cause of this deterioration Profes- 
sor Bettex finds in higher criticism, 
which has broken completely with the 
Word of God as the only rule of life and 
faith. Having been alienated from the 
Word of God, Germany has adopted the 
radical views of a Nietzche and other 
ungodly philosophers who have created 
their superman (Uebermensch). And 
with diabolical efficiency, the program of 
these paganistic leaders has been carried 
out. The glory of the Cross of Christ has 
been supplanted by the swastika; the 
Bible, by the Mein Kampf of Hitler. We 
may well pity the Christian people of 
Germany who have not bowed the knee 
to Baal nor kissed his image!

But under the circumstances I didn’t 

pay much attention to trimmings, for 

if I could find a place which met 
even the barest requirements, I was 
fortunate. 

It was better, however, than Dick De- 
Long’s. If I remember correctly he was on 
the Texas, whose compartmentation was 
so different from my ship’s that it is 
difficult for me to picture the situation 
clearly. Evidently his closet was a large, 
dark compartment, away below deck, 
containing a lot of machinery. The mas- 
ter-at-arms found him praying there and 
ran him out. 

It was better than Johnny Streater’s 
on the Mississippi. He had to lie on his 
stomach on a bench in his living com- 
partment with his head in his arms, and 
thus try to shut out the surrounding 
world of blatting radios, noisy men talk- 
ing, laughing, swearing. 

It was better than the spot our gang 
had before we got the photo shop when 
Hook was made ship’s photographer. 
Previously, the best place we could find 
was in a passageway on third deck. Half 
of us would kneel on one side and half 
on the other, while sailors would be go- 
ing back and forth between us. 

And mine was better than John De- 
drick’s. He had to trespass behind a 
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switchboard which was dangerous and a 
motor which was noisy. He found it 
locked occasionally, which caused no end 
of disruption. That was before he got the 
Captain’s emergency cabin inside the 
cage mast just aft the bridge, which was 
a humdinger of a place. 

It wasn’t easy to find a satisfactory 
place. A battleship may be huge, but 
after subtracting all the spaces which are 
kept locked and are out of bounds, and 
after dividing the remainder by some 
thirteen hundred odd sailors, the rest 
affords little privacy. I had looked from 
stem to stern, trying place after place. 
For a while I sat on a bit and faced out 
to sea. The bottom of the forward trunk, 
a series of ladders running from the deck 
to the bottom of the ship, looked prom- 
ising; but it was often locked. Besides, 
it was so immaculate, the paint work 
dustless and the part of the steel deck 
walked on so polished to a mirror finish 
with emery cloth and steel wool, that it 
would be impossible for me to use it with- 
out marring it and earning the wrath of 
its keeper. I tried other places also. 
Finally, I chose the one that seemed best 
of all. It was atop number one turret. 
The massive bulk of number two screened 
me from the bridge. At night no one 
ventured to go there. I was alone. 

It would be easy to go to some length 


discussing the disadvantages of my 
prayer closet. The wind blew almost in- 
cessantly. When we were under way, 
it often became fierce and cold, shud- 
dering through my pea-coat. And the 
noise of the waves, whipped by the 
wind to sluggish frenzy, would often be 
disconcerting. But somehow it couldn’t 
keep Him, who with a whisper could 
shame that noise to silence, from meet- 
ing me there. For He did. 

The ominous glare of the gun monsters 
overhead, dedicated to war, might have 
to some imaginative soul seemed to 
glower disapproval at the insolence of 
one who would keep a rendezvous with 
the Prince of Peace under their very 
noses.

sHoP, I had an ideal place away back in 
a corner. I had to crawl to get there. So 
hidden was it, the Captain could have 
held inspection in the shop and not seen 
me. It was warm and quiet and I had a 
pad on which to kneel. And rain or shine 
I could go there. But somehow or other, 
there wasn’t much difference between 
the places. And I missed about as many 
times as it rained.

VW 7E often hear it said, “You don’t 
think in this army, you do as you 
are told.” Right enough, but all the 
time you are doing as you are told, opin- 
ions of many descriptions will form them- 
selves in spite of the sergeants and cor- 
porals, or other powers that be. Perhaps 
they are not as benevolent as they 
might be, and maybe they are in the 
way of scoring accounts on the day 
when we hear “Dismissed” for the last 
time. Good, bad, and indifferent, they all 
merge together to form the morale of 
the individual, and finally the whole 
unit. 

Many a soldier’s mind wanders along 
the line of what he is going to do when 
on pass or furlough, while his actual 
being is marching or carrying out some 
military duty. 

I stood on a station platform and 
kissed my wife goodby. “Your mind 
could be in only one channel at that 
time,” you say. Right you are, it was. 
I made the best of that kiss; it was the 
last for a long time. Tears streamed 
down her face as I broke away and 
climbed on the coach. I had a hard time 
holding back tears myself. In those 
brief moments my mind reviewed the six 
years that had passed since we first met, 
especially our two brief years of married 
life. All our little disagreements, all 
the unkind things we had said to each 
other when our tempers were raw from 
fatigue or worry. I did my share of it 
too. That final wave, and the look in 
those eyes, said, “I’ll be waiting for 
you, darling. Hurry back as soon as you 
can.” Then and there I resolved, by 
God’s help, that when I was tempted 
to vent my feelings and do something 
rash I would stop and think in spite of 
the sergeant’s “Bless them all.” 

Months have passed, the war isn’t over 
yet, and I am many miles away from 
the best wife in the world. Have I been 
lonesome or homesick? Yes! Have I 
been tempted to follow the crowd? May 
I ask another question? Do I look like 
an angel? Many is the snare the devil 
has set for me. Many is the time he has 
whispered, “Have a good time, she’ll nev- 
er know.” In my memory the answer 
comes back as clear as the call to atten- 
tion. I see that disappearing figure and 
that smile, and the tear-laden eyes. I 
hear the final words, “Goodby, and re- 
member to pray. Keep trust in God.” 

Never has better advice been given. If 
you don’t believe it, try it. 

Now, you see, my friend, why I act

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what you call strange. That’s why I re- 
fuse cigarettes when you offer them. 
You wonder why I don’t rush for the 
canteen when they say, “Beer is on.”

We have Camp Lee, 
Camp Pickett, Camp Peary, Camp Eustis, 
the Richmond Air Base, the East Coast 
Defense Headquarters, Camp A. P. Hill, 
and Quantico Marine Base within a few 
miles of Richmond, and upward of four 
or five thousand soldiers, sailors, and 
marines visit this city on weekends. 
Every Sunday between five hundred and 
a thousand invitations are given to the 
boys, to whom the guide tract and an- 
other gospel tract are handed. Of course, 
many opportunities are open to talk to 
men about their souls. 

“IT thought you would be interested in 
seeing the guide tract with the map 
showing how to get to our church from 
the USO and the Armory. The idea is 
not patented, and if you think it’s good, 
pass it on to others.”

AMALGAMATED LOVE 

“Seeing ye have purified your souls in 
obeying the truth through the Spirit 
unto unfeigned love of the brethren, 
see that ye love one another with a pure 
heart fervently” (I Pet. 1:22). The ques- 
tion arises as to why God exhorts saints 
who are already loving one another, to 
love one another. The solution to our 
problem is found in the two different 
Greek words for “love.” 

The first occurrence of the word “love” 
is from giiew (philed), which speaks of 
a love that is called out of one’s heart 
by the pleasure one takes in an object 
or person. It is a love of “liking.” We 
like those things or persons that are like 
us. We find a reflection of ourselves in 
them. There exists between the person 
loving and the person loved, a community 
of nature and feeling. It is a love of 
“fondness,” and “affection.” It is a non- 
ethical sort of love in that it imposes no 
idea of self-sacrifice for the benefit of 
the object loved, no obligations what- 
ever. It was a human fondness or affec- 
tion which these saints had for each 
other, the result of their finding in each 
other a reflection of their own likes and 
dislikes. They loved the same Lord 
Jesus whom they found in each other’s 
lives. They had the same interests in 
Christian fellowship and service. There- 
fore they were fond of each other. 

Now, this kind of love could degenerate 
into something selfish, where one saint 
would satisfy his fondness for another 
saint by monopolizing the latter’s time, 
for instance. This kind of love does not 
preclude unkind words and deeds. 

In order to make and keep this fond- 
ness what it should be, God exhorts the 
saints to love one another, using ayardw 
(agapao). This Greek word for “love” as 
used in classical Greek, speaks of a love 
that is called out of one’s heart by the

preciousness of the object or person loved. 
When brought into the New Testament, 
it has poured into it the idea of self- 
sacrifice for the benefit of the person 
loved, even if that one is unlovely and 
naturally unlovable (John 3:16).

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SOME BIG “IFS”—AND GOD 

SPEECH which Winston Churchill 
A made behind closed doors last Oc- 
tober, to representatives of the mining 
industry, has just been made public. In 
it the Prime Minister revealed more 
plainly than hitherto the defenseless 
position of Britain on land, immediately 
following the fall of France. We had 
lost all our equipment in France and 
could muster only two hundred field guns, 
some of which were brought out of 
museums, and less than fifty tanks. “I 
have often asked myself,” he said, “what 
would have happened if Hitler had put 
three-quarter of a million men on board 
all the barges and boats, and let them 
stream across, taking the chance of los- 
ing three-quarters of them. There would 
have been a terrible shambles in this 
country, because we had hardly a 
weapon.” 

If Hitler had invaded us, what incal- 
culable consequences might have fol- 
lowed. The “ifs” of history provide a 
fascinating study. Scholars have drawn 
attention to the manner in which the 
main stream of history has often been 
diverted by some accidental or even 
trivial circumstance. A_ professor of 
history at London University has sug- 
gested that if Cleopatra’s nose had been 
one-eighth of an inch shorter or longer 
than it actually was, the whole history 
of the Christian era might have been 
different. In other words, if Cleopatra’s 
beauty had not exercised a fatal fascina- 
tion over Julius Caesar and Mark Antony, 
the battle of Actium would not have been 
fought; the empire of Augustus would 
not have been established as it was; 
Pontius Pilate would not have been 
governor of Judea, nor Herod ruler of 
Syria; the conditions which enabled Paul 
to undertake his missionary journeys 
might never have existed, and the gospel 
might not have spread throughout the 
empire as effectively as it did. 

This war has already provided some 
big “ifs” besides the one mentioned by 
Mr. Churchill. If Japan had attacked 
Britain in the East in 1940, instead of 
eighteen months later, when we had 
recovered much of our strength; or if 
the defenders of Pearl Harbor had had 
two hours’ warning of the Japs’ approach, 
how greatly might the fortunes of war 
have been affected on either side.

Many have attempted resi- 
dence in the borderland, only to be 
driven back in disappointment. But the 
soldiers of Christ never really know 
defeat, and a few expectant ones are 
camping on the border in hope. The 
latest report from that area comes from 
Horace McGuill, located at Campbellpur, 
Punjab: 

“When we first came into this area, 
four years ago, we were treated with sus- 
picion and could not sell a Gospel. Now 
the supply is not equal to the demand, 
and we urgently need more workers to 
help scatter the seed. Thank God, rein- 
forcements are beginning to arrive on 
the frontier. 

“We've been at Hangu, Kohat Dis- 
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Missionary Departmen 


trict, northwest 
frontier prov- 
ince, for a few 
days — Eva 
Hewitt, Janet 
Howland 
(United Pres- 
byterian), the 
Nicholsons (in- 
dependent mis- 
sionaries) , Jack 
Ringer (N.W. 
Frontier Fel- 
lowship), his 
fiancee, Miss 
Clark, and my- 
self. Miss Da- 
vidson, resident 
missionary, is 
as fine as ever, 
and she seemed 
pleased to have 
the group 
there. We in- 
formally met 
all through the 
day for singing, 
Bible study, 
discussion, and 
prayer. 
“When we 
were returning 
frorn Hangu, I 
had a look at 
what I suppose 
was typical Af- 
ghan pride. A 
very tall, hawk- 
nosed man en- 
tered the 
third-class 
compartment 
of the train at 
Kohat, and at- 
tracted atten- 
tion immedi- 
ately. Miss Howland saw him examining 
some passports and asked him to show 
them to her. He handed them over with- 
out comment, and they proved to be 
Afghan passports. He was from Kabul 
en route to Lahore. Next there was an 
exchange of a few small coins, she being 
interested in Afghan coins. He disdained 
a Gospel portion at first, but eventually 
gave it a perfunctory examination and 
pocketed it. The interesting thing to me 
was how he attracted the attention of all 
the Indians from the Punjab in the car- 
riage. They pressed him with questions, 
and this flashing-eyed giant from his lan- 
guid position on his bench answered them 
with a good deal of disdain. When asked 
what his work was he wrinkled his nose 
in disgust and said that he didn’t work. 
Miss Hewitt said it was her guess that 
he was in India for no good purpose, 
while I was reminded of one of Miss 
Davidson’s whimsical remarks about a 
man in the Hangu bazaar: ‘He’s a fairly 
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good man—has only done three murders.’ 

“Twenty thousand copies of An Urgent 
Call to National Repentance have been 
circulated among: British officers and 
other ranks and civilians. Many requests 
for more have been received, so that 
another edition of ten thousand is being 
printed. They are sent out post free, the 
cost being met by voluntary contribution. 

“The name of General Sir Alan Hart- 
ley, deputy commander-in-chief in India, 
on the cover has greatly helped its dis- 
tribution, and enabled me to have meet- 
ings in several officers’ messes. All dis- 
trict and brigade commanders on other 
fronts were sent a personal letter with a 
copy, and we are trying to get it printed 
in those countries by local presses with 
official backing of the military authori- 
ties there. 

“Meetings have resulted in some defi- 
nite conversions of officers, while others 
have begun to study their Bibles.” 





SWAMP FLOWERS 

I always thought I could ride a horse, 
but whether the horses in the Argentine 
bump one upward when a Paraguayan 
horse jolts one downward I do not know; 
I only know I arrived at San Patricio 
from Los Blancos, which is only eight 
leagues, feeling very much like a tender- 
foot and with no desire to sit down. 

Not very many Indians were to be seen 
at first, but I shall never forget one 
simple gesture from a grass hut. It was 
a hearty wave of a hand, a welcome, a 
symbol of friendliness. I said a grass 
hut, but maybe a grass hovel, hardly 
fit to house hens, let alone a human 
being, and yet the wave did not really 
come from the hut, rather from a heart 
of understanding, one wanting to be 
friendly to a stranger. This friendly 
and sincere atmosphere was felt through- 
out my stay. 

It is easy to wave a hand and shout a 
welcome when congenial friends and 
pleasant surroundings accentuate these 
feelings, but an Indian village leaves 
much to be desired. I never go into one 
without a feeling of helplessness; they 
have so little. Life is a grim reality, food 
a daily problem, and one old man showed 
marks of long suffering, his haunting 
deep-set eyes crying out in their expres- 
sion of pain, yet he said over and over 
again, “I am contented.” 

Have you ever noticed how God often 
teaches us by contrasts? I have ridden 
through some of the most stagnant, 
nauseating swamps, and when it was al- 
most unbearable a lovely, perfect swamp 
flower would appear; blossoming in the 
only place for that certain flower, al- 
most too perfect, a thing a beauty. In 
the same way I felt very humble in the 
presence of this old Indian. Amid such

IN DARKNESS AND HUNGER 

Capt. Norman W. Taylor, evangelist 
among the soldiers of Mexico, was re- 
cently permitted to visit the interior of 
lower California. He writes: 

“Before we made our trip into the in- 
terior of lower California someone said 
that the roads were ‘indescribable,’ and 
then added that this was absolutely true, 
because there were no roads to describe. 
What was said in jest, we found to be 
all too true in fact. After we had pene- 
trated between 250 and 300 miles into 
the interior, we were strongly advised 
against trying to go farther. 

“The movie outfit, which I brought 
with me, proved to be of great value. 
Night after night we had large crowds 
in camps and town squares. We always 
showed and explained a Bible picture 
after we had given a travelogue to draw 
the crowd. While the Bible film was 
being put on, the story in the New 
Testament was read aloud, and after 
the showing a Gospel was offered to 
all who would promise to read it. 

“Do visit the camp at ————,’ re- 
marked the Colonel as we left him. ‘If 
you turn left at the first cottonwoods 
after you leave the sand dunes, I am sure 
that you will find it.’ With these words 
ringing in our ears we turned our car 
across the desert sands, and late in the 
afternoon saw the trees he had referred 
to. A faint track lay toward the sea, 
but after following it for some miles 
we found ourselves at the edge of a salt 
marsh. A second and third trail proved 
equally fruitless; but as we traced a 
fourth trail we suddenly found our- 
selves beside an old graveyard. The 
wall was broken down and the tomb- 
stones awry, but its size showed that 
at one time a large town must have 
stood nearby. We sought an elevation 
and surveyed the waste before us. Then 
we caught sight of some ruins across the 
bay and decided that the outpost must 
be there. Carefully skirting the salt 
marshes we reached the ruins, which 
proved to be an old flour mill, just be- 
fore it became dark. 

“The soldiers gave us a hearty welcome 
and their faces lit up with smiles when 
we told them we would show pictures 
that evening. They suggested that we 
should show the pictures in an old ruined 
warehouse which, as though weary from 
thirty years of waiting, leaned danger- 
ously on some half rotten props. We 
drove our car to the entrance and had 
barely time to gulp down our supper, 
when the soldiers were there with their 
families eagerly waiting for the ‘show’ 
to begin. Two films on the life of Christ 
left them deeply impressed, and when I 
suggested that because of the lateness 
of the hour we had better wait until 
morning to have an explanation of the 
gospel, they all insisted that it should 


be given right then. I hung a chart on 
the wall, and someone brought a smok- 
ing lamp and placed it on a barrel under- 
neath. 

“I think I will always remember that 
scene. Ruined walls framed a moonlit 
sea, and in the distance white waves 
broke on a reef at the entrance of the 
bay. Before me, some silhouetted on 
the gaping walls, others etched in the 
flickering light, were the eager faces of 
my listeners. Forgotten was the late 
hour, the strange surroundings, and my 
own weariness, in the joy of bringing 
light to those who were in spiritual dark- 
ness. An hour passed and the heads of 
some of the small children now rested 
on their mothers’ knees, but the others 
continued to listen. At last the invita- 
tion was given and almost instantly 
all hands were raised in acceptance. 
God alone knows what happened in the 
hearts of those who heard that night, 
but we trust that for many it really 
meant passing from the darkness to 
light—the beginning of a new day.” 





INTO THE LAND OF THE LAMAS 

In China’s Millions C. Virgil Hook 
writes as follows: 

“Mr. Wagner and I just returned 
from a trip to one of the largest Tibetan 
monasteries in the north of Tibet. The 
trip was made by bicycle in two stages, 
the first of which took us over a pass 
12,000 feet above sea level. A big dog 
tore out at me once as I was coasting 
down a long hill; though I was cata- 
pulted from the bicycle no serious dam- 
age was done, for which I praise the 
Lord. We stayed in a Mohammedan 
home a short distance from the monas- 
tery. Each day we gave out a great 
number of tracts and Gospels in Tibetan 
and Mongolian, as well as in Chinese. 

“The main temple has a solid gold 
roof which is worth at least $500,000. 
One of the other temples also has a 
gold roof. The place was overcrowded 
with idols, quite in keeping with its 
name, Kumbum, which means _ 100,000 
images. I counted 407 idols on the 
ground floor from which the devil dance 
came. The devotees prostrated them- 
selves before the chief idols, and some 
of them marked their way around the 
temple building by a series of prostra- 
tions, their extended hands making a 
mark for the next place for their feet. 

“The first big feature of the festival 
was the devil dance, acted out in various 
parts by the priests. It came to a climax 
in the appearance of the ‘King of 
Death.’ This character wore a very bril- 
liant costume and was masked with the 
likeness of a cow’s head. Many Tibetans 
stepped out of the crowd to bow to this 
supposed deity and to decorate him 
with brightly colored sashes. The devil 
dance was accompanied by blasts from 
twelve-foot horns, the clashing of sym- 
bols and the beating of drums. It was a 
weird thing and pictured all too well 
how these people are in bondage to 
Satan. Meanwhile the chief incarnate 
deity, a living Buddha, sat on his throne 
in stern, cold approval as his subjects 
bowed to worship him.

either side of me. But because they were 
Americans .. .” and again the ex-officer 
stopped. “Because they were Americans 
...” He looked up at the ceiling, looked 
down at the table. The silence of death 
reigned in that room. Tears rolled down 
his cheeks. His voice was choked with 
emotion as he finished. “Because they 
were Americans, every time one of them 
fell, he fell forward.. And after awhile we 
did not need to cut that barbed wire any 
more. The boys had weighted it down 
with their bodies.”

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CHRIST FOR AMERICA 

In January, 1942, Philadelphia wit- 
nessed an evangelistic campaign embrac- 
ing pastors and workers of two hundred 
or more churches. Eighty-five thousand 
persons attended the meetings in twenty- 
one days. Two thousand are known to 
have been converted in addition to those 
who came to Christ as a result of the 
many broadcasts which were made. 

The evangelist on this occasion was 
Hyman Appelman of Texas; the general 
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chairman was Horace F. Dean. Now after 
a little more than a year, these two men 
with their associates have united to 
form a new national evangelistic move- 
ment to be known as Christ for America.

Who bids us hope? God bids us hope.

by secular writers, and, largely, all that 
is said in the Old Testament on the same 
subject, wonderful and helpful as it is, 
in reality is of a preliminary nature.

The supreme and 
unutterably exalted development of hope 
came through the advent of God on 
earth, in the person of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ.

“God, willing more 
abundantly to show unto the heirs of 
promise the immutability of his counsel, 
confirmed it by an oath: that by two 
immutable things, in which it was im- 
possible for God to lie, we might have 
a strong consolation, who have fled for 
refuge to lay hold upon the hope set 
before us: which hope we have as an 
anchor of the soul, both sure and stead- 
fast, and which entereth into that within 
the veil; whither the forerunner is for 
us entered, even Jesus” (Heb. 6:17-20). 

“We should live soberly, righteously, 
and godly, in this present world; looking 
for that blessed hope, and the glorious 
appearing of the great God and our 
Saviour Jesus Christ” (Titus 2: 12, 13). 
“We have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ: by whom also we 
have access by faith into this grace 
wherein we stand, and rejoice in hope 
of the glory of God” (Rom. 5:1, 2). 
Therefore, “Let us, who are of the day, 
be sober, putting on the breastplate of 
faith and love; and for an helmet, the 
hope of salvation” (I Thess. 5:8). “In 
hope of eternal life, which God, that 
cannot lie, promised before the world 
began” (Titus 1:2). “To whom God 
would make known what is the riches of 
the glory of this mystery among the 
Gentiles; which is Christ in you, the 
hope of glory” (Col. 1:27). Who bids us 
hope? God bids us hope. “Now the God 
of hope fill you with all joy and peace 
in believing, that ye may abound in hope, 
through the power of the Holy Ghost” 
(Rom. 15:13). “Our Lord Jesus Christ 
himself, and God, even our Father, which 
hath loved us, and hath given us ever- 
lasting consolation and good hope 
through grace, comfort your hearts, and 
stablish you in every good work” (II 
Thess. 2:16, 17).

As 
therefore experience grows in spiritual 
things, so will spiritual apprehension 
grow.—Arthur T. Pierson, in The Divine 
Art of Preaching.

There are some striking “ifs” in 
Scripture. “I perceive that if Absalom 
had lived, and all we had died this day, 
then it had pleased thee well” (II Sam. 
19:6). Thus did Joab, with brutal blunt- 
ness, compel David to face the conse- 
quences had his worthless son lived. 
What sort of a kingdom would it have 
been? What would have been the in- 
fluence of so godless a monarch upon the 
cause of God? 

It is not blind fate that has caused 
world-shaking events to turn upon ap- 
parently casual happenings. It is God 
who in His providence worketh all things 
after the counsel of His own will. That 
is what David meant when he declared: 
“If it had not been Jehovah who was on 
our side .. . then they had swallowed us 
up alive” (Ps. 124:1, 3, R.V.). Peter told 
the Jews that though they had, by the 
hand of lawless men, crucified Jesus, 
yet that dire event was no mere accident, 
but was according to the “determinate 
counsel and foreknowledge of God.” 

Mr. Churchill, in the speech to which 
we have referred, affirmed (not for the 
first time) that he felt very strongly 
that Hitler did not invade us because 
of divine interference. “We had a 
Guardian.” That conviction seems to be 
shared by most thinking people over here, 
and it is a humbling reflection. 

It is no small mercy that in the hour 
of supreme peril our leaders have been 
constrained to acknowledge that not our 
own right arm but God was the explana- 
tion of our deliverance.

were nearby and rushed to his help. As 
they bent over him he regained con- 
sciousness, and opening his eyes caught 
the earnest eyes of the missionary’s wife. 
On seeing he was conscious, she said, 
“Oh, surely, doctor, you will not reject 
Jesus Christ any longer.” Feebly the 
doctor replied, “He is the only one who 
can help us now.” 

But it took the shelling of the Zam 
Zam, the imminent and deadly peril of 
that hour, and the severe wound he had 
received, to bring that man to acknowl- 
edge there was no help but in Christ. 

How far are men going to drive God 
to go in severity before they acknowledge 
Him and return to Him? The answer to 
that question is bound up with the 
answer to the question, “When will 
Hitlerism fail?” We have no right to 
expect God to help us overthrow our 
foes till we do battle with our sins. 

Do we want this war to end soon? 
Do we want our gallant lads home 
again? Do we want victory rather 
than domination by the Nazis and the 
Japs? The issue lies largely in our own 
hands, in our attitude to Jesus Christ and 
His gospel. God help each one of us to 
say, “As for me, I will get right with God. 
I accept Christ as my Saviour, and by 
God’s help I will live to the glory of 
God.” Let that be done by men and wom- 
en in the democracies, and the day of 
the Axis defeat will be speeded. “If God 
be for us, who can be against us?”

PARENTS’ SINS AND 
POSTERITY 
Mrs. S.A.N., Chicago, Ili. 

Question: Does the Old Testament 
teach that children are punished for 
their parents’ sins? 

Answer: It cannot be said either 
from the Old Testament or the New, 
that retribution for the sins of parents 
is ever visited on children. There is a 
law of nature by which characteristics 
and the physical and mental effects of 
sin are transmitted to children, and this 
should be a solemn warning to parents 
who desire the best for their children. 
The passage you have in mind here 
presumably is Exodus 20:5, 6, but every- 
thing here depends on the word “hate” 
(v. 5). The iniquity which is visited upon 
the fathers who hate God is also visited 
upon the children of such fathers who, 
presumably, like their fathers, hate God. 
But notice here the contrast between 
God’s judgment and God’s mercy. In 
verse 5, it is only the third and fourth 
generation. In verse 6, God’s loving 
kindness is visited upon thousands of 
generations of those who love Him, for 
the word “generation” is by contrast 
meant to be supplied here. Ezekiel 18:20 
is very clear concerning individual guilt. 
God certainly does not visit punishment 
for specific sins of a parent upon the 
children.

LIARS AND HEAVEN

Question: Is it true, as some sects 
teach, that liars cannot enter heaven, 
even though they accept the atoning 
sacrifice of Christ? 

Answer: This teaching is no doubt 
based on a passage like Revelation 21:8, 
although the term liar here is more 
clearly defined in Revelation 22:15 as 
loving and living a lie. This is the true 
and primary meaning of the term liar. 
John means by this word one who denies 
that Jesus is the Christ (I John 2:22) 
and the hypocrite (I John 2:4; 4:20), 
certainly not one who accepts the Lord 
Jesus. The denial of Jesus Christ is the 
great lie, and the devil is the father of 
it; and he and all who follow him in his 
lie will not enter heaven, but will be 
punished with everlasting wrath. Some 
of the foulest persons in the flesh have 
been regenerated and redeemed and have 
rendered great service. Lying, as we 
commonly define it, could have been but 
a small part in the list of their wicked- 
nesses. Of course, a Christian must not 
lie, and it is a serious defection of 
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character to do so, and no doubt bears its 
consequences in this life. But the Lord 
Jesus is able to save and cleanse us from 
all sin (I John 1:9; 2:1). An ordinary 
lie does not keep a genuine believer out 
of heaven.

Question: What are the origin and 
significance of marginal renderings in 
the King James Reference Bible, and 
when did they first appear? 

Answer: Earlier versions than the 
King James contained copious marginal 
notes which sometimes amounted to 
almost a commentary. The King James 
Version dispensed with all these, except 
brief marginal notes to explain Hebrew 
and Greek words which could not be 
briefly or properly expressed in the text 
itself. Reference is also made to weights, 
measures, money, names, festivals, cus- 
toms, etc.

THE BIBLE AND DEPARTED 
SPIRITS

Question: Is there any record in the 
Bible of communication with departed 
spirits other than that of King Saul 
and Samuel? 

Answer: The appearance of the 
departed Samuel to King Saul is the 
only record in the Bible of any such 
communication between the living and 
the dead. That this was a genuine 
appearance, and God’s turning of an evil 
practice to confirm judgment upon Saul, 
is quite obvious from the account in 
I Samuel 28, although the witch or 
sorcerer, as the Bible calls mediums, 
was certainly amazed and startled by it. 
The practice of so-called spiritualism 
is of great antiquity. It is most severely 
and unsparingly condemned in the Bible 
(Exod. 22:18; Lev. 19:31; 20:27; Deut. 
18:10; Mic. 5:12; I Sam. 15:23) and 
was punishable by death. Saul himself 
had suppressed it. The prophet Isaiah 
with biting sarcasm complains of his 
people who seek to wizards that “peep 
and mutter’; a people who, on behalf 
of the living, seek to the dead instead 
of seeking to the Lord their God (Isa. 
8:19). It is therefore an odious and 
dangerous evil, and contrary to the 
Word of God.

BAHAISM 
C. S. P., Goshen, Ind. 
Question: What is the Bahai move- 
ment? 
Answer: The Bahai movement is 
about a hundred years old, of Persian- 
Mohammedan origin. The name Bahai, 








originally Babi, is derived from the 
name given to its founder Baha’u’llah 
which is said to mean “Glory of God.” 
Divine honors and worship were accord- 
ed him even before his death in 1892. 
He is still dead. “He, Baha,” say his 
followers, “is God the worshiped one 
of all.” There is no prayer in the name 
of Jesus Christ, but only in the “Great- 
est Name,” Baha’u’llah. It is a unifying 
cult with a sacred number nine, repre- 
senting nine world religions and their 
nine prophets, including Christ, and its 
own. Thus it seeks to attract them all 
to itself, declaring that all are really 
one religion, differing only in non- 
essentials. It has much in common with 
Theosophy, Spiritism, Buddhism, and is 
plainly antichristian. It knows nothing 
of sin and has no need of a Saviour. 
Its founder claims to be “the promised 
latter-day Messiah,” and “the Ancient 
of Days” (Mal. 4:5). This is blasphemy. 
Surely he and his religion are among 
those referred to by our Lord Jesus 
Christ (Matt. 24:5). Let us not be de- 
ceived (Matt. 24:23, 24).

THE BIBLE AND MORALS 

C. A. D., Comstock, Neb. 

Question: Why was the trial by 
jealousy applied only to the woman? 
Does the Bible tacitly encourage a 
double standard of morality? 

Answer: The Bible certainly does 
not tacitly, or otherwise, encourage a 
double standard of morals. The purpose 
of this law (Num. 5:11-31) was to main- 
tain purity of family and holy birth in 
the camp of the Lord among a people 
whom God wished to keep holy to Him- 
self. The application of this trial to the 
woman alone may be judged partly— 
and in small part—by the standards of 
the day. The Bible records the times 
and people as it finds them. Moses only 
granted divorce because of the hardness 
of the heart of man (Matt. 19:8). Even 
in the Old Testament, God’s attitude 
toward this evil is clearly expressed 
(Mal. 2:14-16). The crime of adultery 
was punishable with death in both man 
and woman (Lev. 20:10; Deut. 22:22). 
The purpose of this trial for the woman 
was also partly to protect against abuse, 
or repudiation on mere suspicion, in a 
day when the hardness of men’s hearts 
overstepped and abused their legitimate 
rights and powers. No doubt the trial 
also had a typical significance in its 
application as between this people and 
God.

Question: How could the cessation 
of the earth’s rotation, implied in 
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Joshua’s command to the sun to stand 
still (10:12), occur without disaster to 
the earth?

That it was a miracle, stupendous and 
unprecedented in its character, is clearly 
implied by the narrative. No one can 
explain how it occurred, or could have 
occurred, without causing havoe. But 
surely it is not too much to believe that 
the God who adjusted all the forces of 
nature, which seem now to operate by 
themselves in a uniform way and with- 
out disturbance or interference, could 
also modify one arrangement and adjust 
all the others in relation to it, to bring 
about His desired end, without causing 
destruction or inconvenience. Of course, 
no one can explain it any more than 
one could explain how a dead person is

There, in screaming headlines, 
was the account of a plane crash. The 
young pilot whom he had led to the Lord 
headed the list of the dead.

SERVE AND MEDITATE UPON THE FACT THAT 
PEOPLE ARE LOST. 

“Now while Paul waited for them at 
Athens, his spirit was stirred in him, 
when he saw the city wholly given to 
idolatry. Therefore disputed he in the 
synagogue with the Jews, and with the 
devout persons, and in the market daily 
with them that met with him” (Acts 
17:16, 17). 

It is a fact that we become calloused 
to conditions very quickly. Someone has 
defined the human being as “an animal 
that can get used to anything.” Agree or 
not, we must admit that our casual atti- 
tude toward the multitudes all around 
us, who are undoubtedly lost and on their 
way to hell, is nothing short of criminal. 
It cannot be denied that the most deeply 
rousing experience we can have is a fresh 
Tealization that men are lost—con- 
demned already, because they have not 
believed on the name of the only begot- 
ten Son of God. 
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Paul did not go through some harm- 
less little consecration experience. Look 
up the original word for “was stirred” 
and you will see that it is the root of our 
English word paroxrysm—a sharp spasm 
of pain. These ancients used serious ex- 
pressions, suited to the solemnity of their 
souls. Another, that day, looking at 
Athens would have seen the culture, the 
art, the high degree of civilization, and 
commerce. Paul saw the city wholly 
given to idolatry, wholly lost, and it gave 
him a spasm of pain in his heart. There- 
fore, because he saw the city as lost, he 
carried on a vigorous gospel ministry in 
the synagogue and in the market place. 
Anywhere he had a chance he spoke of 
Christ, from the market to Mars Hill, 
just because he realized afresh that the 
city was wholly lost. : 

How shall I tell you of this difference 
in seeing? Two men stand side by side 
at Dothan. The one sees the horses and 
chariots of Syria, the other sees “the 
mountain ... full of horses and chariots 
of fire round about Elisha.” Two crimi- 
nals are crucified near the Lord Jesus. 
The one sees only an object of scorn, the 
other says, “Lord, remember me.” Two 
men lie sleeping on a Roman floor. The 
one is Paul who has just finished writing, 


“For whom I have suffered the loss of 
all things, and do count them but dung, 
that I may win Christ” (Phil. 3:8); the 
other, meditating on the narrowness of 
his fellowship with a prisoner whom both 
Romans and Jews hated, silently wraps 
his garment about him and slips out into 
the night. “Demas hath forsaken me.” 

Go to the Lord about this matter, be- 
loved. Let Him touch your eyes until 
you see—until you actually realize the 
lost condition of those all around you. 
Then you will speak—how boldly, how 
forgetful of self—of Him who is their 
only hope.

even one thing.” It is not only an ex- 
hortation which has to do with the fu- 
ture, but a prohibition which forbids the 
continuance of an action already going 
on.

A Christian is exhorted to 
stop all of that, and instead, pray and 
trust.

GOD CALLS A LEADER 
Exodus 3:1-12 


Golden Text: Come now there- 
fore, and I will send thee unto 
Pharaoh, that thou mayest bring 
forth my people the children of 
Israel out of Egypt.—Exodus 3:10. 


OD calls men, commissions, and uses 

them to carry out His plans and 
purposes in the earth. What a great 
truth that is, and how it glorifies the 
destiny of man to know that it is divinely 
appointed. 

As Joseph. Parker effectively points 
out, the experience of Moses in Midian 
was a direct dealing with God, whereas 
we who may not be able to “see the 
fountain” must “be content to drink at 
the stream,” but should always remember 
that the stream flows from that same 
fountain. 

“Every man should put to himself the 
questions, What is my destiny? What 
does God mean me to be and to do in 
the world? ... It is a most pitiable 
thing that a man should read of Moses 
being divinely called . . . to a special 
work” and fail to realize “that God has a 
special work for every man to do.” Let 
us be careful that we do not “so pervert 
and misinterpret circumstances as to 
press them into a justification of self- 
will,” rather than recognize them as 
“destiny which is beckoning us to duty.” 

For our instruction and guidance we 
consider, then, the story of the call of 
this outstanding leader of Israel. It pre- 
sents him as a true servant of God. 


I. Personally Equipped. 

While it is a blessed truth that God 
will use any man who surrenders himself 
to His control and guidance, no matter 
how limited that man’s ability and train- 
ing may be, it is also true that, other 
things being equal, the man with the 
best equipment will be the most useful 
servant. 

God gave Moses a unique preparation. 
He was first of all a Hebrew, born among 
the people that he was to lead. He 
knew the luxury and all the cultural 
advantages of the Egyptian court (Acts 
7:22), with the safeguard of training 
by his own mother as his nurse. 

He observed at first hand the op- 
pression of his people, and made a self- 
willed and impulsive effort to deal with 
the problem. The result was that he 
had a “postgraduate” course of instruc- 
tion and discipline in the wilderness, 
where he spent forty years in the school 
of experience.

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The leaders of God in our day need 
training. Some best receive it in schools, 
in Christian colleges, seminaries, and 
Bible schools true to the faith. Others 
prepare in the home, the church, or in 
the school of experience. Perhaps the 
best preparation is a balanced combina- 
tion of the two, school and experience. 
But the important thing is to be pre- 
pared for God’s call. 

We have learned anew from our war 
experience that training for service is 
essential. If that is true in military 
matters and in secular life, it is doubly 
true in the service of Christ. He does 
graciously use even the humble and un- 
trained worker, but no one who has a 
vision of service will be content to re- 
main unprepared. 


II. Spiritually Qualified. 

Moses was a@ man who knew God. 
Had he been a worldly man he would 
only have been curious regarding the 
phenomenon of the burning bush. But 
note how alert and reverent he was and 
how immediately responsive to the in- 
structions and the call of God. 

Here God’s future leader was made 
conscious of the infinite majesty and 
holiness of God, the need of reverence 
and godly fear, the purpose of the Eternal 
One to deliver His people, and the assur- 
ance that He would be with His servant. 
Such a spiritual experience made effec- 
tive the excellent preparation which he 
already had for service. 

All the training and preparation in the 
world is worse than useless in God’s serv- 
ice apart from that spiritual qualifica- 
tion that comes from true regeneration 
and dedication to Him. 

There is no more pathetic sight than a 
spiritually powerless church worker go- 
ing through the motions of service for 
Christ. If we are in that condition we 
may be sure that we deceive no one but 
ourselves. Let us seek God in confession 
and in glad acceptance of His provision 
for both our redemption and our sancti- 
fication. 


III. Divinely Called. 

Moses was called (v. 4), commissioned 
(vv. 6-10), and clad with divine authority 
(vv. 11, 12) for his great task. 

God calls His servants to different re- 
sponsibilities and in different ways, but 
the important thing is that we should 
know that we are in His will and that 
we are answering His call. 

No one has any right to choose full- 
time Christian service simply as a desir- 
able vocation. In any calling of life man 
needs God’s guidance in order to make 
a proper choice, but in the ministry or 
missionary service it is an absolute es- 
sential. 

If we were more careful to seek His 
will for every individual there would be 





t 


less unhappiness in the world. But in 
the case of the one who goes out to 
speak for God there is not only the 
danger of distress, but of real disaster for 
himself and those to whom he tries to 
minister. 

The church and fond parents have too 
often made the mistake of forcing a 
promising young man into the ministry 
because of his personal charm or gifts, 
and his failure in the ministry has not 
only broken him, but hindered others 
from finding Christ. 

Prepared, qualified, and called, Moses 
is now ready to meet God before he goes 
on to his life of holy exploits for Him. 
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GOD ENCOURAGES MOSES 
Exodus 3:13-16; 4:10-17 


Golden Text: Certainly I will be 
with thee-——Exodus 3:12. 


NCOURAGEMENT is_ something 

much needed, and not too often 
given. The word means to put some 
new thing into the heart of another, 
that is, to hearten and assure him, 
especially in the bearing of a heavy re- 
sponsibility. 

Moses, in all probability the world’s 
greatest military and national leader, 
was about to lead his people out from 
under the mighty hand of Pharaoh. His 
final preparation for that epochal deed 
and all the years to follow was a per- 
sonal meeting with God. 

Possibly it was the mistake Moses had 
made and which caused him to be sent 
into the back of the desert, that now 
caused him to move with— 


I. Understandable Caution (Exod. 
3:13). 

There is something remarkably fine 
about real humility. It commends itself 
to our thinking as the proper attitude 
of a mortal being, particularly in the 
face of spiritual responsibility. 

Neither God nor man dares entrust a 
high and difficult commission to foolish 
man who brusquely “rushes in where 
angels fear to tread.” The fact that one 
feels fully and unhesitatingly qualified 
to take over such a responsibility is al- 
most a certain indication that he is not 
the man to assume it. 

Moses’ request for God’s backing must 
have been acceptable to Him, for He 
gave Moses— 


If. Unlimited Authority (3:14-16). 

Moses went as God’s messenger. He 
was authorized to put all the majesty 
and power of the Infinite One behind his 
words and acts. 

The ambassador must have credentials. 
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God’s representative has them. When 
“they shall say”—what an important and 
difficult situation that creates. The one 
who speaks for God must expect not only 
the scornful bitterness of God’s enemies, 
but also the unbelieving questions of 
those whom he seeks to serve. 

“What shall I say?” asks Moses, and 
God answers that he may say that “I 
AM” had sent him. This name of God 
reveals Him as the eternal, independent, 
self-sufficient, self-existent, immutable, 
personal Being. Consider, Christian 
brethren, whose we are and whom we 
serve. Here indeed is “inspiration in 
excess of duty,” “an overplus of power,” 
real equipment for Christian life and 
service. 

But Moses seems to have been unable 
to see beyond his own human infirmity 
even in the light of such a glorious reve- 
lation, supplemented as it was by miracu- 
lous powers, and we find him showing 


Unjustified Humility (4:10- 

Perhaps we should not call this hu- 
mility at all, for in one so divinely called 
and encouraged it was an act of unbelief 
and almost impertinence. 

When God calls a man He knows his 
limitations. Why then should one plead 
them as an excuse for not serving? The 
excuse of Moses that he was not a fluent 
speaker has been the standby of unwill- 
ing workers all through the ages. When 
asked to lead a prayer meeting, teach a 
Sunday school class, conduct a young 
People’s meeting, thousands upon thou- 
sands have lamely thus excused them- 
selves and missed a blessing. 

The perfect answer of God (v. 11) 
merits attention. God made your mouth 
and mine. He gives us the power of 
Speech. He asks not the eloquence of 
polished rhetorical phrases, or the flights 
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of man’s imagination. He wants but 
the incomparable eloquence of His own 
words on our lips. 

No man should think too highly of 
himself, but let him beware lest he think 
too lowly about God. We are not suf- 
ficient for the opportunity. But God is 
more than sufficient, and if He has called 
us to do it, let us not draw back. “Self- 
depreciation may lead to the marring of 
a useful life.” 

Having called Moses, God saw to it that 
Moses went on with His work, even 
though He had to call in Moses’ older 
brother to help him. It was, in fact, an— 


IV. Unnecessary Substitution (4: 
14-17). 

Loving and patient is our God, but, 
mark it well, there is a boundary line 
to that patience. Moses went too far in 
his needless humility, and really reflected 
on the ability of God. God promptly 
substituted Aaron as the spokesman. 

Gracious was He in thus providing a 
helper for Moses. But one wonders what 
Moses missed of blessing and power be- 
cause of his slowness of heart. To de- 
cline the labor and the responsibility of 
service for God means loss far greater 
than we may ever know. 

God’s dealings with Moses speak elo- 
quently to us of His willingness to en- 
able and use a man who lacked some of 
the gifts for leadership. Let none of us 
be like Moses and become involved in 
needless worry about our gifts, and for- 
get God’s purpose and enabling power. 
When God calls, our gifts are not the 
controlling factor; in fact, they are not 
a great factor at all. The question then 
becomes, Is God able? Let us trust and 
obey Him. 
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BIBLE TEACHINGS ON THE COST 
OF DRINKING 


Deuteronomy 21:18-21; Proverbs 23: 
20, 21; I Corinthians 6:9-11 


Golden Text: Know ye not that 
the unrighteous shall not inherit 
the kingdom of God?—I Corin- 
thians 6:9. 


ILLIONS of dollars—how many we 
B cannot say—make up the annual 
cost of liquor to America in dollars and 
cents. Terrifying as it is, that stupend- 
ous waste is but a drop in the bucket 
compared with the moral and spiritual 
degradation, the sorrow and suffering, 
the poverty and distress, which must be 
added into our liquor bill. 

For it is not only a matter of dollars, 
but of blood and tears, of destroyed use- 
fulness, lost virtue, wrecked homes, and 
so on and on and on. We go right on 
paying the bill, allowing ourselves to be 
misled by clever propaganda, and skill- 
fully ‘manipulated statistics—or it may 
be our sheer indifference. When will 
America awaken! 

Our lesson faces us with the cost of 
this despicable traffic in the life of the 
individual to the social order, and in the 
light of eternity. 


i. The Personal Cost (Deut. 21:18- 
21). 
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Liquor destroys individuals relentlessly, 
rapidly, and effectively. Have we for- 
gotten that fact? 

The passage in Deuteronomy presents 
a drastic remedy for a dreadful situation. 
Drink and gluttony were recognized as 
the deadly instrument which would bring 
a boy to the place where he was in- 
corrigible. Stubborn, rebellious, and dis- 
obedient, his parents were to bring him 
to the elders for a final judgment. 

If one thinks the penalty too harsh, 
he must remember that it was established 
in the early days of Israel when it was 
necessary for God to use such drastic 
remedies to stamp out incipient evil. 

It must be remembered that in ancient 
Greece weak children were left out to 
die, and in Rome a father could at will 
put to death even a grown up son. 

The point of this scripture for us is 
that a life of debauchery (and it can 
start with just a glass of wine) leads 
to the ultimate destruction of life. It 
is far too high a cost to pay for a sinful 
indulgence. 


II. The Social Cost (Prov. 23:20, 

Drunkenness and gluttony lead to pov- 
erty and rags. The intemperate man 
cannot keep up with the high cost of 
supplying his growing appetite. Even 
as he tries to satisfy its insatiable de- 
mand, it also renders him unfit to earn 
a living. 

So the vicious circle works its way 
around, and stops not until the drunkard 
totters off in his rags, unless perchance 
some loved one or friend takes care of 
him. 

Do we not all recall how families in 
our own communities have been ruined 
and become charges upon the county or 
charitable organizations because of the 
destruction wrought by a father who 
was a winebibber. 

Not only does it bring poverty upon 
families, but it reduces able and gifted 
men to shambling wrecks and thus de- 
prives society of the benefit of their 
lives and service. 

A present-day illustration is the un- 
solved problem of absenteeism for days 
after pay day in our essential industries. 
Again we say the cost is altogether too 
high; let us get rid of this monster be- 
fore it destroys us! 


a‘ The Eternal Cost (I Cor. 6:9- 
1 


Money lost is serious. Life lost is far 
more serious. But the saddest cost of 
all is the eternal damnation of the 
drinker’s soul. 

We quote from Dr. Horace Martin 
these stirring and meaningful words: “It 
is my calm judgment that any man who 
names the name of Christ should take an 
attitude of horror and disgust at the liquor 
traffic and the use of liquor as a bever- 
age. There are at least three places in 
the New Testament where the Bible says 
that no drunkard shall inherit the king- 
dom of God. 

“If any man takes that statement seri- 
ously he must think twice before he re- 
fers to the use of liquor in a joking man- 
ner, or in any way condones the yse of 
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alcohol as a beverage” (Lesson Com- 
mentary). 

Drunkenness is a foul and sinful thing, 
classed by the apostle Paul with the low- 
est of human vices. Review the list as 
it is given in verses 9 and 10 (and by 
the way notice the other sins mentioned 
there), and place drunkenness in its 
proper classification. 

Call it what it really is—sin, and then 
call on the One who can save from sin. 
You will then be washed from your sin, 
sanctified, and justified in the name of 
the Lord Jesus (v. 11). In Christ there 
is hope for the drunkard. A spiritual 
revival is the real answer to the liquor 
problem. Let us seek to promote it even 
as we at the same time give ourselves to 
an intelligent and constructive battle 
against this destructive force in the life 
of our nation. 
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GOD DELIVERS HIS PEOPLE 
Exodus 5:22, 23; 6:1-7; 12:51 


Golden Text: Call upon me in 
the day of trouble: I will deliver 
thee, and thou shalt glorify me. 
—Psalm 50:15. 


HY doesn’t God do something? 

People are quick to ask such a 
question in a time of crisis. Today they 
want to know why God permits the war 
to go on. In the day of our lesson 
Moses wanted to know why God did not 
deliver His people from Egypt. He and 
Aaron had been appointed of God to 
lead them out, but their first efforts 
only met with failure and increased 
persecution. 

The complaint of Moses, and the re- 
sponse of God make an instructive story 
for our consideration and guidance. It 
will answer our questions. 


I. Moses said, *“*Thou Hast Not 
Delivered Thy People’? (Exod. 5:22, 
23). 

When the efforts of Moses brought 
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heavier burdens on the people they 
blamed him and Aaron for making their 
situation worse. This sorrow and shame 
made them doubt God’s calling and 
commission. How quickly men are dis- 
couraged in their purpose to serve God. 

The people were wrong in their atti- 
tude. They should have been patient. 
They ought not to have assumed that 
the loss of the first skirmish meant the 
loss of the whole campaign. Are we not 
just like them? The new minister or 
the recently elected Sunday school su- 
perintendent makes a mistake and in- 
stead of helping him to pick up the pieces 
and start over, we decide that he just 
will not do, that we must have a change. 

Even though the people were wrong, 
however, the man of God should not 
have lost his faith and accused God of 
failure to keep His promise. He was sup- 
posed to have learned the lesson of pa- 
tience in the long years on the back- 
side of the desert. Had he forgotten the 
experience of the burning bush? 

Let us be careful about casting reflec- 
tions on God for our defects, or for His 
apparent failure to act just as and when 
we think He ought to do it. 


II. God said, “I Am Jehovah, 
Thou Shalt See What I Will Do’’ 
(Exod. 6:1-7). 

In other words, Moses was to remember 
that he was dealing with the Eternal 
One, unchangeable, and always true to 
His word and able to make His will come 
to pass. 

So often men in dealing with God 
think of Him in terms of their own 
weakness and failure. What we need is 
to have a Godlike conception of God, 
not a manlike idea of Him. God is the 
infinite and Eternal One with whom we 
have no right to quarrel, and whose 
dealings with us are too high for us to 
judge (Ps, 139:1-6). 
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God’s covenant with His people was 
established (v. 4). He had heard their 
cry (v. 5) and His deliverance was sure 
(v. 6). The only thing Moses had to do 
was to wait and see God work. 

That word “wait” is a little one. It 
seems to call for no effort, to be easy 
of fulfillment, yet it seems to be the 
hardest thing for a human being to do. 
Men who carry the burden of active 
warfare with ease and with honor be- 
come discouraged and sick when they 
must sit in a prisoner’s concentration 
camp and wait for deliverance. 

Christians who can speak and work 
for God when things are active and mov- 
ing become querulous and despondent 
when they have to wait for something to 
happen, or when they are laid aside for 
a time. 

These things ought not to be so. We 
should learn with Moses that our God is 
Jehovah and that those who will abide 
the time of His coming shall see what 
He will do. How glorious that will be. 
Yes, how glorious it can be in the daily 
experience of the believer and of the 
church. 

His promise is sure. That is not just 
a religious sentiment. It is a fact, and 
it is proved by history. Note that in the 
case of Moses— 


III. History said, “It Came to 
oo the Selfsame Day’’ (Exod. 12: 
51). 

Moses had to take God’s word for “the 
selfsame day,” which we read here came 
later. It came in God’s own time, after 
He had, through Moses, humiliated and 
broken the hard will of Pharaoh. Then 
He gave His people the great memorial 
feast of the Passover, teaching them the 
needed lesson that redemption is by the 
shedding of blood. 

In that night Jehovah did bring the 
children of Israel cut of the land of 
Egypt. That deliverance was as cer- 
tain the day He made the first promise 
to Abraham (v. 3, and Gen. 12:1-3) 
hundreds of years before, as it was now 
that it had been accomplished. 

History is really God’s story, reveal- 
ing His outworking of His plan for 
mankind. The torn and blotted pages 
are man’s handiwork. Sin and unbelief 
have caused him to hinder the work of 
God, but God is not defeated, and in 
the midst of man’s self-created chaos, 
He proceeds quietly to work out His own 
purpose. 

The many prophecies of Scripture 
which have been fulfilled not only prove 
its divine inspiration, but demonstrate 
its dependability. Every promise of God 
is “yea and amen” in Christ (II Cor. 1: 
20, 21). We can count on that! 

That means that every prophecy not 
yet fulfilled is certain of complete real- 
ization. There we find the answer to 
the question with which we opened our 
lesson. Why doesn’t God do something? 
He is doing something. The plan of the 
ages revealed in the Word is being 
worked out before our eyes. 

Instead of complaining like Moses that 
God is not doing anything, let us begin 
anew to study our Bibles and we shall 
see what God is doing and what He is 
going to do.

POINTS FOR PREACHERS 

There is only one thing that I dread 
more than self-important learning, and 
that is self-important ignorance. I dread 
the minister to whom preaching is easy. 
I hate, with religious and even holy 
hatred, the sermons that are shaken out 
of the coat sleeve on a Saturday night.

God’s face. 

Gideon started out with an army of 
thirty-two thousand, but it was not un- 
til he was willing to reduce that army to 
three hundred, and go out in the power 
of the Holy Spirit, that God would let 
him face the Midianites. When he did, 
God gave him deliverance, and was glori- 
fied. 

If we will first seek God’s face, He may 
lead us to build the huge war machine 
we are now building, and I would hesitate 
to say we are doing so in opposition to 
His will. He has led others to do so in 
times past. But unless we seek His face 
first I am sure we can have no assurance 
of victory over the Axis powers. God 
says, “But if from thence thou shalt 
seek the Lord thy God, thou shalt find 
him, if thou seek him with all thy heart 
and with all thy soul” (Deut. 4:29). 
Dear friends, let us seek first God’s face; 
then, as we yield to His will, national 
blessings will follow. 

The last condition stated in the verse, 
and probably the last one ever to be met 
by any nation or individual, is this, “If 
my people ... shall... turn from their 
wicked ways.” How hard it seems to be 
to forsake sin. Ask a man, or a nation, 
to do almost any difficult task, and note 
the ready response. But ask the same 
one to forsake sin, and note the reluct- 
ance. How we do enjoy those personal 
and private sins! 

America, we are asking God to bless 
us, and to help us win this war. Now 
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let us confess our sins to Almighty God, 
and forsake them, and see how soon He 
will do the winning for us. “He that 
covereth his sins shall not prosper: but 
whoso confesseth and forsaketh them 
shall have mercy” (Prov. 28:13). 

Perhaps some of you have already 
humbled yourselves, prayed, and sought 
God’s face. That is fine. But have you 
turned from your sins? Remember this 
condition also precedes the promised 
blessings. If God blessed us in our sins, 
we would go deeper into sin. “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness” (I John 1:9). 
“Righteousness exalteth a nation: but sin 
is a reproach to any people” (Prov. 
14:34). 


‘ee ARE THREE BLESSINGS 
PROMISED in this verse. 

First, our prayers will be heard. “Then 
will I hear from heaven.” Isn’t that just 
what we have been waiting for? Aren’t 
we asking, hoping, trusting that God will 
hear? Listen again to God’s Word: “Be- 
hold, the Lord’s hand is not shortened, 
that it cannot save; neither his ear 
heavy, that it cannot hear: but your in- 
iquities have separated between you and 
your God, and your sins have hid his 
face from you, that he will not hear” 
(Isa. 59:1, 2). “And it shall come to 
pass, that before they call, I will answer; 
and while they are yet speaking, I will 
hear” (Isa. 65:24). Note that God says, 
“I will answer .. . I will hear.” If we ful- 
fill God’s conditions, we are assured of 
God’s blessings. 

After hearing our prayers, God says 
He will forgive our sins. Our sins are 
many, our iniquities are many, our trans- 
gressions are manifold, but never so 
many that God will not forgive them if 
we ask Him to do so. Since sin is the 
cause of all our lack of blessing, how 
good to know that it can be put away— 
yes, thank God, has been put away. 
“Who his own self bare our sins in his 
own body on the tree, that we, being 
dead to sins, should live unto righteous- 
ness: by whose stripes ye were healed” 
(I Pet. 2:24). All we now need to do is to 
accept that cleansing for ourselves. But 
we must ask God to do that for us. He 
doesn’t force Himself upon us. 

Lastly, have we not asked God to heal 
our land? Are we not asking God that 
America might be kept free for democ- 
racy and for Christianity? Was there 
ever a time in the history of the United 
States of America when we were seeing 
the foundations of our civilization crum- 
ble and fall away as we are today? No, 
I’m not a pessimist, but I’m a realist, and 
I am facing facts that are clearly evi- 
dent. 


W. ARE IN DANGER IN AMER- 
Ica. Christians, let us not be lulled to 
sleep by false propaganda. That is what 
Satan is trying to accomplish. Let us 
awake to the need of the present hour. 
Let us humble ourselves, and pray, and 
seek God’s face, and turn from our wick- 
ed ways, for then God will hear from 
heaven, will forgive our sin, and will heal 
our land.

“The next night came the crowning 
event of the season, the Butter Festival. 
During the previous days I had seen a 
few butter images, but they were nothing 
to compare with the display that night. 
I felt one of the flowers to see if it 
were really butter or not; it was as 
delicately done as any paper flower I 
have ever seen, and melted in my hand. 
The two largest displays were set out 
under large canopies of beautiful silk 
tapestry worked into black velvet. It 
took four priests to carry the large 
images out. On either side of the large 
Buddhas were dragons worked in the 
butter and covered with gold leaf. Be- 
side this were worked out scenes of the 
monastery: temples, priests, horses, and 
flowers, intricately designed in butter and 
colored perfectly. Before each of the 
thirty images of Budda were set butter 
lamps and offerings of pears, dates, dried 
persimmons, melon seeds, and peanuts. 
Pilgrims from all parts of Tibet and 
Mongolia were there and made their 
rounds, bowing to each image, and leav- 
ing their gifts. Prayer wheels were con- 
stantly on the turn; some devotees 
seemed to delight to see how fast they 
could spin them to gain merit.”

Lives Entwined, by Lucile Foreman 
Gibson. 


This is not fiction, but it is a very good 
presentation of the life and work of a 
successful evangelistic pastor and his loyal 
wife. Dr. Finley F. Gibson, because of ill 
health, recently resigned the pastorate of 
the great Walnut Street Baptist Church, 
Louisville, Ky. In the nearly twenty-two 
years of ministry in that city, Dr. and Mrs. 
Gibson saw about seven thousand people 
join their church. But in addition to carry- 
ing the work of a church that size, this fine 
evangelistic pastor during these years held 
more than fifty eee for other pastors. 

Perhaps one of the best ways to reveal 
the contents of this interesting volume is 
to reproduce a soul-winning experience of 
Dr. Gibson, as written by his wife. 

“Mr. Carrigan was a barber in Fort 
Smith. He attended the services of the 
church regularly, though he claimed_to be 
an infidel. After a few months, Mr. Gibson 
asked him one Sunday morning to come 
to see him on that afternoon. ‘He came, 
and for one hour,’ Mr, Gibson said, ‘I tried 
to convince him of his lost condition, but 
he told me he thought he was good enough 
to be saved—that his righteous deeds were 
all that were necessary. After an hour’s 
argument with him I gave up in despair.’ 
It. was a fine illustration of an individual 
trying to lead one to Christ without the 
Holy Spirit. Mr. Gibson realized he had 
failed.

I have never heard 
such a prayer—he proceeded to tell the 
Lord that he was the meanest man out of 
hell, and that if the Lord gave him _ what 
he deserved, he would send him to hell; and 
then he cried to Christ for mercy, and 
said, “I trust Jesus Christ as my Saviour.” 
He got up from this prayer the happiest 
man I have ever seen. at night he joined 
the church and I baptized him.’” :

It has been long recog- 
nized by evangelical teachers that regen- 
eration is the sovereign act of God, while 
repentance is the act of the individual 
who has been regenerated. ere is alto- 
gether too great a tendency of the author 
to present repentance as merely a change 
in philosophy. While it is true that the 
regenerate man has a different philosophy 
from the unregenerate, yet repentance is 
more than a mere change in philosophy. 
Then, too, the author’s reference to Christ 
as having emptied Himself tends to create 
a wrong idea; and certainly we cannot ac- 
cept his teaching concerning the kingdom. 
For such mature minds as are able’to dif- 
ferentiate between things which differ, 
this book may be of use.
